An impression, almost amounting to con- 
viction, prevails that public opinion will 
compel the government of the United States 
to acknowledge the Cubans as belligerents 
and to intervene between Spain and Cuba. 
The very calmness and patience of the peo- 
ple of the United States tend to confirm the 
eonvictions here that Americans have: be- 
come aware that their govefnment is pre- 
paring to satisfy the country’s aspirations 
when the auspicious moment arrives. Every 
one in this country acknowledges the dig- 
nity and self-possession with which the 
Cabinet of President MeKiniey has been 
handling this most difficdlt affair, and this 
attitude of the United States government 
has had a great effect in influencing opin- 
ion on this side of the Atlantic, 

Americans express themselves as being 
much gratified at the friendly attitude which 
the British government has evinced toward 
the United States.

WIRE TRUST AFACT. 


Governor Tanner's Colonels 
Succeed in Their Task. 


CAPITAL TO BE $58,000,000. 


Bonds Amounting to $25,000,- 
000 Will Soon Be Sold. 


MORGAN’S EXPERTS AT WORK 


The two Colonels of Governor Tanner's 
staff—John W. Gates of Chicago and Isaac 
Ellwood of De Kalb—who have been at work 
in New. York for several days engaged in 
closing negotiations between the wire nail 
manufacturers of the country in the or- 
ganization of a great wire nail trust are 
expected to return today. Their efforts ap- 
pear to have been successful and the build- 
ing trades are to meet with another great 
combination of manufacturers to fix the 
price of material, 7 

The capital stock of the company will be 
about $58,000,000 and bonds to the amount 
of $25,000,000 will Be sold and the money 
raised with which to pay off She smaller 
concerns which preferred to have cash in 
hand for their plants rather than to take 
stock in the American Wire and Steel com- 
pany, the official name of the comBination 
or trust. 

Since Jan. 5, when Tue Tripune printed 
the story, expert accountants from the 
banking house of J. P. Morgan & Co. have 
been engaged in going over the books of 
the companies which are to be taken in by 
the corporation. Their property has been 
estimated and the trade and good will of 
the concerns have all been gone over. 

The prices paid for the plants are satis- 
factory to their owners. There was more 
money in selling out to the trust than in 
continuing’ operations under individual 
ownership. 


First Movement Ten Years Ago. 

It is ten years since the first movement 
for Ahe formation of a wire nail trust be- 
gan. Only within the last eight months 

as the plan been pushed with energy. 

m the outset the greatest difficulty was 
experienced in getting the many concerns 
to agree upon valuations, 

There had been trouble all the timeamong 
the promoters until the meeting in New 
York early in January, when J. P. Morgan 
was called in. After examining the plans 
he agreed to go ahead and underwrite the 
corporation. His commission for this serv- 
ice will be not less than $2,000,000.. For two 


‘months the final fixing of amounts to be 


paid for plants and business, not neglect- 
ing salaries to old officers, has occupied 
the attention of the promoters. The al- 
lotment of the stock to those who have 
worked so strenuously for the combination 
of all wire nail concerns was also a troubile- 
some question. It was difficult to get 
enough stock to go around. “ 


One Dissatisfied Concern. 

It was given out at the final meeting that 
the Washburn & Moen company was the 
only dissatisfied concern. It wanted some- 
thing over $6,000,000 for its plant at Worces- 
ter, Mass. E. H. Gary of Chicago, the coun- 
sel for the combination, believed that this 
disagreement could be overcome by some 
arrangement, and that by April 1 the new 
company would be ready to take possession 
of all the important wire nail mills in the 
country. 

Little has been given out as‘to the plans 
of the trust in disposing of its stock and 
bonds beyond the announcement of its rela- 
tions with J. P.-Morgan & Co. New York 
reports that the amount of stock will range 
from $60,000,000 to $75,000,000. All agree 
upon the bonds at It was said 
when the January meeting was held that the 
capital stock would be $87,000,000. A query 
to the IHinois Secretary of State at that 
time gave that amount as the capital stock 
to be issued. That may still be the correct 
amount,*to which is to be added the bonds 


It is said that a prospectus to investors 
is now being prepared tn New York.. It will 
of course give the division of the stock 
among the promoters and the disposition of 
the funds which come from the sale of 
bonds. 

The concerns going into the trust manu- 
factured last year 6,000,000 kegs of wire 
nails. It is given out that production will 
not. be decreased by raising the price of wire 
nails, and a like output is expected for the 
coming year.

Prejudice of a French Court. 


A case came up yesterday in the Court of 
«Appeals in Paris illustrating the extraordi- 
nary personal animosity felt by the Judges 
of one of the most solemn and conservative 
tribunals in France against Maitre Laborie, 
who recently defended Zola, and which, for 
the present at least, makes Laborie’s pro- 
fessional career here impossible. The case 
in question regarded the disposal of the per- 
sonal estate of Mr. George E. H. Williamson 
of Cincinnati, who recently died in Paris. 

M. Laborie represented the French woman 
who claimed to be Mr. Williamson's widow. 
Mr. Williamson's family includes Mr. Robert 
B. Bowler, the First Controller of the Treas- 
ury under Mr. Cleveland's second adminis- 
tration. Mr. Bowler, Mr. George P. Bowler 
of New York, and others contested the al- 
leged widow's claim. M. Laborie, fully 
aware that his personai presence in the court 
would prejudice his client's interests, turned 
over his brief to a colleague, Maitre Viraut, 
who yesterday asked the court to grant a 
postponement of thé trial to enable him to 
become familiar with the brief just handed 
to him by M. ‘Laborie. ‘ 

Although the usual custom-of the bench 
under such circumstances is to grant a

Spain’s Reduction in Grain Duties.

DUKE OF YORK IS ESTRANGED. 


Revival of the Rumors of His Unhap- 
py Relations with His

LORD SALISBURY IS HIT HARD.

There continues to be much,to think about 
and little to say in regard to England's 
Asiatic and African complications. Fresh 
ships are being dispatched to Chinese waters 
under circumstances which create the im- 
pression among naval men that there is 
more necessity for them now than at the 
height of the journalistic and oratorical ex- 
citement three months ago. The magnetic 
needle of popular interest, after fluttering 
between Pekin and Corea, seems likely now 
to hover ever Wei-Hai-Wei, where the Jup- 
@nese are suddenly undertaking works 
which indicate that they have no inten- 
tion of evacuating it in May, whether the 
Chinese offer to pay the whole indemnity 
or not. I find it assumed by experts here 
that England, having arranged the loan 
and concessions, will now keep still, while 
Japan assumes the role of inquiry ard 
_protest. 

West Africa Complications. 

The Anglo-French dispute over west Af- 
rica has been threatening so long that al- 
though the press of London and Paris con- 
tinue to exchange menacing declarations, 
public interest has rather wandered away 
from it. Any overt action, however, would 
bring it back with a rush, but the notion 
grows that the dispute will drag along until 
after the Frenciu elections and then be 
patched up. This leaves a great deal to ex- 
tremely uncertain and precarious chance, 
for it passes the wisdom of man to guess 
what the French elections will result in. 

There is observable in Paris a natural] re- 
bound from the long strain of the Dreyfus- 
Zola cenvulsions. Everything is deadly quiet 
for the moment, and it is remarked that the 
military leaders are not swaggering over 
their victory, as it had been taken for grant- 
ed they would. Apparently word has been 
passed around among them to “lie low.” 
Chances exist of a squabble between them 
and the Senate over the insult offered by 
Bequoen, an aristocratic Breton Captain on 
the general staff, to Senator Trarieux, but 
while the incident is worth noting it is im- 
possible to say if anything will come of it. 


Boom in Shipbuilding. ., 


Shipbuilding thdustries in England have 


never before beenso busyasnow. They are 
making up for the last half year of the great 
lockout with a vengeance, night shifts being 


‘glmost universal and deliveries hard to se- 


cure under two yeats. The immense bulk 
of the men who were out are at work again, 
but there are several] hundred marked agi- 
tators who will not be taken back anywhere, 
The men show no disposition to quarrel on 
their account. They have learned a good 
many lessons since midsummer, and among 
them is a wholesome distrust of the “ lead- 
ers” who got them into such trouble and so 
grossly bungled in their efforts to extricate 
them fromit. I hear many stories now of how 
generously big individual employers be- 
haved in feeding the women and children 
Guring the distress, and it is easy to believe 
what I am assured that there is a better and 
more cordial feeling of the men toward the 
masters today than England has known for 
& long time There will be no important 
strike in these trades for years to come 

One terrible feature of these giant indus- 
trial disputes rarely mentioned or realized is 
the host of wives and daughters who were 
impelled to fight privation by going on to 
the streets for a living, too often with the 
tacit permission of their men folk. This 
degradation reached such a stage in the last 
few. weeks of the recent fight in the big 
northern cities that everybody got fright- 
ened, and a pefception of the gravity of this 
demoralization had much to do in bringing 
the strike to its suddenclose. . 

| Boycott in Belfast. 

The masters, though intent on reéstab- 
lishing amicable relations with the men, are 
implacable against those employers who re- 
fused to join in the lockout. Their boycott 
against Harland & Wolffs of Belfast is go- 
ing to be the most interesting thing of its 
kind the shipbuilding trade has even known. 
The manager of this great firm, Pirie, who 
is already Lord Mayor of Belfast, wants to 


‘go to Parliament and is charged with refus- 


ing to join the lockout in order to make 
favor for himself with the electorate. He 
bids fair to pay dear for his seat, for the 
Masters’ federation talks of nothing less 
than smashing this leviathan of shipbuilding 
firms. The steel plate makers, for example, 
are being compelled to decline to sell to 
Harland & Wolffs under pain of losing the | 
entire federation'’s custom, andthe principle 
is being extended to cut off practically all 
their supplies. It may involve the ruin of 
Belfast's principal industry. 


. Zola’s New Book Selling Well. 

* Zola’s vastly advertised “ Paris” is said 
to be selling very well in France, and its 
sale in Engiand will be, of course, far in ex- 
cess of that of any of his other works. No- 
body here likes it very much, though, It is 
stodgy as “ Lourdes,” less picturesque than 
“ Rome,” and, moreover, repela the English 
mind by its serene insistence upon Paris as 
the brain center of civilization and the fore- 
most city of the world. This could be toler- 
ated in Balzac, for the Paris of his day had 
seme Visible claims to human leadership, 
but that Zola should be so pathetically mis- 
led about the Paris of his day overtaxes 
British, and particularily London, patience. 


-War When Austria Collapses. 

A rather interesting turn has been given to 
the discussion of the eternal Eastern ques- 
tion by Paul Deschanel, who is now Vice 
President of the French Chamber of Depu- 
ties, and who is a candidate for the For- 
eign Office if Hanotaux can be thrown out in 
the coming ministerial upheaval. His posi- 
tion and aspirations give weight to his 
speech, in which he declared that the 
Franco-Russian alliance, like most of the 
other European diplomatic arrangements, 
looked forward to the break-up of the 
Austrian Empire, which is supposed to Le 


inevitable on the death of Franz Josef. He 


asserts, as if with knowledge, that it is over 
the partition of the Hapsburg inheritance 
that war will probably come, and that the 
absorption by Germany of the German parts 
ot Aastria, with an outlet upon the Adriatic 
Bea at Trieste, would compel France to in- 
tervene with a demand for compensation 
im the form of the recession of Alsace and 
luorraine, or, perhaps, the alternative of an- 
nexing Belgium and Luxemburg. At all 
events, it is upon the Austrian collapse that 
the present understanding between 
Petersburg and Paris turns. 
This collgpse, so incessantly predicted, 
may not happen at all. Vienna is by no 
means so despondent as it was a few months 
ago, when the pugzling breakdown of the 
parliamentary machinery frightened every- 
body. There is to be a new attempt to start 
it going again on the 2ist, but even if that 
Goes not succeed, there will be no second 
panic. Indeed, the inhabitants of the empire 
hve grown so habituated to their new ex- 
i@ftence among institutions which will not 
werk that they have resumed their old oc- 
* cupation of expecting war in the Balkans in 
the spring. ‘There are stories from Vienna 
every day of Russian men-of-war actually 
slipping through the Dardanelles at night, 
of imminent movements of Russian troops 
on the Armenian frontier, of immense stores 
of arms and munitions of war being smug- 
gied into Macedonia for insurrection pur- 
poses wher the snow melts, and so on, just 
as in the good old days. Trained opinion 
here in London is not dispased to take all

JAPAN STRIKES RUSSIA. 


Apparent That the Old Troubles Are to 
Be Revived if Eastern Advices 
Are Correct. 


London, March 6.—If the Tien-Tsin cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail was well in- 
formed in saying Japan has addressed a note 
to Russia demanding an immediate and ex- 
plicit statement on the question of the con- 
tinued occupation of Port.Arthur it must 
lead, taken in connection with the activity 
in the refortification of Wei-Hai-Wel, to a 
recrudescence of the uncertainty, worry, and 
alarm which kept the two hemispheres on 
tenterhooks at Christmastime.

African Situation Improves. 

In west Africa the week has brought fur- 
ther hopes of a friendly agreement with 
France on the lines sketched last Saturday.

Spain’s Relations to America.

NEW GUNS FOR COAST DEFENSE. 


John Bull Takes Steps to Guard His 
Coast More Closely in the 
Future.” 


London, March 5.—The semi-consternation 
which was created at the time of Prince 
Henry’s visit, when the German warships 
Deutschland and Gefion suddenly loomed 
out of the fog without having previously 
been sighted, has aroused the authorities to 
a sense of the necessity of taking additional 
precautions, and.they are now erecting 
quick-firing guns and searchlights. 

At the entrance of Portsmouth, harbor 
there will be a light powerful enough to 
sweep Spithead, and guns will be so placed 
that ships entering must pass under their 
muzzles. The Admiralty has also ordered 
the prompt delivery of ten 12-inch guns 
and twenty-four 6-inch quick-firing guns of

TOMB OF OSIRIS IS FOUND. 


Site Is at Luxor, a Village of Upper 
Egypt, Where Once Stood the 
City of Thebes. 


London, March 5.—Scientists are excited 
over the authenticated discovery of the 
tomb of Osiris,the chief god of the Egyptians 
and brother of Isis, at. Luxor, a village of 
upper Egypt, built on the site of Thebes. 
The news was first received with increduli- 
ty, but all doubts were quieted by a tele- 
gram from the direetor general of excava- 
tion to the President of the Egyptian Coun- 
cli of Ministers. The discovery was mate 
by M. Amelineau, who in a letter also af- 
firms positively that he has discovered 
the tomb of the gods Seth and Horus is 
in the same necropolis at Abydos.

Thus we know the tombs of the 
last three god kings of the second of the 
divine dynasties, which dates back 10,000 
years.”

Mozambique, March 5.—Advices just re- 
ceived her@ from the Island of Mayotta, 
Comoro group, says Mayotta was swept by 
a cyclone during the night of Feb. 27.

Berlin, March 5.—[Copyright, 1898, by the 
Associated Press.]—In: the Reichstag this 
week, during the debate on the reform of 
the military code, remarkable statements 
were made by Baron von Hertling, the 
Bavarian Centrist leader, and Count von 
Lerchenfald, the representative of the Ba- 
varian government. Both asserted that if 
Bavaria was not allowed to retain a sep- 
arate highest military court there was dan- 
ger of a very serious crisis. Baron von 
Hertling added: 

“The separatist® have been much 
strengthened lately, their sentiment being 
shared not only by the masses but.by the 
upper and even the highest circles.” 

The Minister for War, General von Gossler, 
admitted that Bavaria insisted upon separ- 
ate military courts, and thought the ques- 
tion was debatable, which contention, he 
added, would be supported by the federal 
and imperial constitution. The Reichstag, 
like the Bundesrath, supported Bavaria’s 
claims. 

At a dinner which the Imperial Chancel- 
lor, Prince Hohenlohe, gave to the parlia- 
mentary leaders the same evening he asked 
the Bavarian representative what was the 
actual feeling, and received the reply that 
Bavaria for some time had been decidedly 
Prussophobic, the Regent and the whole 
Bavarian court sharing thisfeeling.

In spite of the strenuous opposition of Dr. 
Miquel, the Minister of Finance, and the 
whole government, the Prussian Diet has 
amended the government bill for the relief 
of the victims of the Silesian floods, increas- 
ing the appropriation from 5,000,000 marks 
to 10,000,000 marks.

AUCTIONEER.

Throughout the world, among all inter- 
ested in horses, the name of “ Tattersall "’ 
is known. As an auctioneer he was known 
everywhere, his friends being numbered by 
the hundreds on almost every part of the 
globe. He was born nearly seventy years 
ago, and was remarkably and hearty 
for a man of that age. | 

He was a descendnt of one of the oldest 
Lancashire families in England, and his an- 
cestors can be dated back as far as the 
fourteenth century. The family had been 
connected with the horse business since 
1774, when Richard Tattersall, after he had 
taken part in the unsticcesful rising, had to 
flee to London to escape consequences. 

Richard started in business as auctioneer 
at Hyde Park corner shortly afterward, ami 
continued so engaged until 1795, when he 
died. About fifteen years later hisegrand- 
son, Richard, took up the business, and held 
it until 1850, when he was succeeded by his 
son Richard, and his nephew Edmund, Ed- 
mund had entered the business in 1851, and 
at the death of his cousin Richard became 
the chief representative of the old family. 

At the expiration of the lease of the “ Cor- 
ner” in London in 1865 Edmund Tattersall 
built more commod@ious quarters at Albert 
Gate, where he has since carried on the 
business there, where the principal sales 
of racing horses and high-blooded stock 
have taken place. He was noted for his 
short speeches and bits of repartee and 
humor, with which he always prefaced a 
sale. 

Tattersall’s is the greatest horse market in 
the world—not that the greatest number of 
horses are sold there, not because of the 
value of the animals, but simply far the 
reason that it is old, solid, and popular. 
“ Tattersall’s’’ has figured in novels and 
plays innumerable times, and scarcely any 
one can be found that hasn’t heard of it. 

Several branches of Tattersall’s have been 
established in the principal cities of this 
country, including New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Lexington, and Memphis, but 
it cannot be said that they have proved so 
successful as the original ** Tattersall’s ” of 
London.

Large Strikes in Berlin. ~ 


There have been large strikes in-a number 
of German cities. In Berlin 12,000 shoe- 
maxers have struck for a uniform scale of 
wazes, and it is thought that the shoemak- 
ers elsewhere will joins Thecabinet-makers 
of Hamburg and Algona have struck for 
nine hours’ Work per day, and at Dresden 
8,000 cigarette-makers have, gone out on 
strike. There are similar ‘reports from 
Charlottenburg, Stettin, Koenigsberg, and 
Sorau, and big strikes are impending in the 
Rhenish mining district. At Baron von 
Stumm’'s request a detachmient of troops has 
been sent to the Saar district to preserve 
order. 

: Bourse Law a Failure, 

The Prussian government at last realizes, 
after the year’s trial, that the boerse law 
is a total failure, and it intends to relax its 
enforcement, as a legislative modification is 
at present impossible owing to the opposi- 
tion of the Agrarians. 

Statistics just published show that during 
1897, under the new law, the prices of cereals 
in Berlin increased only 10 marks per ton, 
against an average increase of 2 marks per | 
ton at all other grain centers of Europe. 


White Makes a Protest. 


The United States embassy has addressed 
another strcng reménstrance to the German 
government, calling attention to the unfair 
methods adopted at many‘of the revenue 
stations in regard to the.importation of 
dried American fruit and fruit refuse, * The 
complaints were mainly from the Rhine dis- 
tricts. Several carloads were stopped at 
Kaldenkirchen several weeks ago on the 
plea that an examination was necessary, 
but the examination has not yet been made. 
Large quantities of dried fruits have been 
similarly refused admission into Bonn since 
Feb. 10. The officials of theembassy point 
out that such methods are contrary to the 
wording and to the spirit of the Bundesrath 
decree, which deals only with frésh fruits, 
and they demand redress.

AR to the north of the main line of the

made, the trading posts were gradually ex- 
tended inland, until a chain of them existed 
Over nearly the whole territory from, Lab- 
rador to Alaska. Vessels made annual 
trips from England to Hudson's Bay, sail- 
ing through the straits. They brought sup- 
Plies and merchandise to the company’s trad- 
ers, or factors, as they were called, and in re- 
turn received furs and all products of the 
chase. It yet remains impossible for the 
company to dispose of skins in America, as 
all must be forwarded to England. The 
rule is inflexible. 


Rival Company Formed. 

Towards the end of the eighteenth century 
the fur traders of Montreal, who had hith- 
erto been carrying on trade individually, 
conceived the idea of amalgamating their 
eapital and resources, and a powerful com- 
pany of experienced men was formed under 
the title of the Northwest company. 

And now a fierce contest for trade between 
these rival companies ensued, and many were 
the hand-to-hand conflicts and much was 
the blood that was spilled whenever these 
contestants for the trade of the Indian met. 

This. rivalry covld not, hoewever, long 
exist with any degree of assured prosperity, 
and in 1820-the companies joined forces un- 
der thé old Name of the Hudson's Bay com- 

pany. 

Tue first subscribed capital had grown from 
#10.500. It appears that in 1690 the com- 
pany’s stock was trebled. This was again 
done in 1720, and the stock being brought up 
to £04,500 was now further increased, and, 
‘with a subsequent nominal addition of an- 
ether £100,000, was carried at £500,000 until 
half a century later, when an important 
event occurred. 

Through all these long years of viciss!- 
tude, of danger, and of competition, the old 
Hudson's Bay company carried on its busi- 
ness of trading with the Indians for furs. 
It had at first: started with the object of 
acquiring beaver skins only, but soon it was 
found that.other valued and rare furs were 
to be obtained, and thus the trade gradually 
increased. 


This trade was conducted altogether in 
Darter, but the actual exchange of articles 
for furs was soon found to be very incon- 
venient, and a token, or coin, was adopted 
asa of trade, technically known as 
a made beaver, which at first was the only 
medium of exchange that was known. 

Mythical stories of the mode of trading in 
the past are told, as, for example, that a 
gun was sold according to its length, and 
that its price was the number of furs that 
gould be piled up to its height.. Then, as 
now, however, the Indian had a good idea 
of values, and though there were doubtless 
considerable profits the bartering, the 
trade, according to the records kept, has al- 
ways been conducted upon the strictest busi- 
ness principles.

Jacob: Litt of New York leased 
MeVicker’s Theater for a term of years, 
and will take possession May 1. The parties 
to the. lease declined to give out figures. 
But one radical change will be made in the 
policy of the house, a lowering of the prices 
of admission, $1 to be the maximum charge. 

Since the death in 1896 of James H. Mc- 
Vicker, who establiehed the theater nearly 
forty-one years ago, and under whose un- 
interrupted management it was maintained 
until he passed away, the playhouse has 
been sought by many syndicates and man- 
agers. -¥or five years Mr. Litt has been de- 


 girous of controlling it. Two years ago he 


commenced negotiations for the lease 
which he has now closed. The negotiations 
were carried on in the office of L. D. Condee, 
attorney for tre theater and for Harriet 
G. MeVicker, who recently bought in nearly 
all the outstanding stock of the theater, 
thereby securing almost complete owner- 
ship of the property. 
* Mr. Litt plans to make McVicker’s the 
principal theater of a circuit now partly 
organized under his management. The 
other houses now controlled by him are at 
Milwaukee, St. Paul, and Minneapolis. Ne- 
gotiations are pending for theaters in other 
cities. Willfam Morris, author of “‘ The Last 
Stroke,” is now writing a new play for Mr. 
Litt, which probably will have its first pro- 
duction at McVicker’s. In fact, the new 
acquisition is to be the producing house, all 
of the new plays which Mr. Litt has in view 
to have. their inaugural production on Mc- 
Vicker’s stage. One of, the first new plays 
to be seen here will be “‘ Sporting Life,” 
written by Cecil Raleigh and Seymoure 
Hicks, authors of Frank Periley’s success, 
so recently seen here, “The Sporting 
Duchess.” “Sporting Life” was recently 
purchased by Mr. Litt in London. 

The new management of McVicker’s ex- 
pects to open the house immediately after 


* May 1, and it will be the policy of Mr. Litt 


to keep it open all the year round. Nearly 
all that is to be done in the way of renova- 
tion will be an overhauling of the stage and 
an addition of new scenery. 


Sharpe still remains a director of 


the McVicker Theater company and secre- 
tary and treasurer of the corporation. Mr. 
Litts lease does not extend beyond the 
theater proper, the office building still re- 
maining under the present control. 


Litt Tells His Plans.

Against German and Latin. 


It was demonstrated, however, that a ma- 
jority of the men principals are in favor of 
tak.ng out cf the curriculum of the cradé 
schools the teaching of German and Latin, 
At present the study of German is optional 
with the pupils of the grade schools fot 
four years and Latin the last two years, 
Some favored a compromise by making the 
teaching of German and Latin on the same 
basis. A number were outspoken in saying 
that the teaching of German in the giadé 
schools was a political question with the 
members of the Board of Education. 

The four committees to be appointed aré 
to have charge of the different divisions of 
the subjects, which will be taken up by the 
Educational commission. One will have 
charge of the topics that refer to the busi- 
ness administration of the Board of Educa- 
tion, one to the educational features only, 
one to kindergarten, manual training, and 
ali epecial studies, and the fourth will deal 
with the question of teachers. f

Women Talk of Salaries. 


The women principals dwelt more particu+ 
larly on the subjects relating to the teaching 
force and teachers’ salaries, touching bu 
lightly on the duties of board members, su- 
perintendents, and the business affairs of the 
board. No votes were taken and no. decisive 
action resulted. The letter will be taken up 
again at the next and subsequent meetings. 

On the subject of teachers’ salaries the 
sentiment of the principals was largely in 
favor of giving the grade teachers an in- 
crease of salaries to a miaximum of $1,000. 
The subject of the equalization of the sala- 
ries of the grammar and primary grade 
teachers was also discussed. Many were of 
the opinion that the work of the grammar 
grade teacher was harder than that of the 
primary teacher. Some were of the opinion 
that the work of the primary teacher wuuld 
be equally as hard under the new basis of 
education of the young child, and it would 
necessitate as much outside work for the 
primary as for the grammar grade teacher. 


How to Teach Geography. 

A meeting of the principals of the public 
schools was held yesterday morning in the 
Schiller Building for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the best methods of teaching geography. 
Grade teachers were invited, and many of 
them attended. Superintendent Lane pré- 
sided. Colonel Francis M, Parker conducted 
a round table. Those who spoke were Priz- 
cipals Fitch, Bartholf, Reene, and Morse, 
The frequent use of maps was urged by the 
speakers, and it was the general opinion 
that scholars should frequently be taken 
on short trips into the country for the pur- 
pose of becoming familiar with its geogra- 
phy. It was said that in some of the schools 
in Chicago there are scholars in the fifth 
grade who, although they have lived most 
of their life in the city, have not been fifty 
miles from their homes. Colonel Parker 
suggested the use of stergopticons in the 


grammar schools in connection with the 


study of geography. :

A movement is on foot in London which Is 

spreading consternation in the ranks of the 
British aristocracy—titied and untitled, It 
is @ movement on the part of the principal 
tradespeople, such as the fashionable tailors, 
dressmakers, florists, milliners, jewelers, 
etc., to reduce in some way the present long 
credit system, of which people in this country 
have not the slightest conception. 

It will scarcely be believed that there are 
somé firms who never present a bill or ask. 
for payment until their customer dies or 
secures a financial whitewash by means of 
a recourse to the court of bankruptcy. Oc- 
casionally they may get checks from their 
blue-blooded customers “ on account” and 
without being asked for. But until recently 
the more old-fashioned of them would never 
dream of doing anything so disrespectful 
as pressing for the payment of a bill or 
even presenting it unasked. 

This was partly due to the fact that the 
banks were, as a rule, ready to advance 
large sums of money to the tradespeople, and 
at relatively small interest, on the strength 
of the accounts on their books, the track 
kept of the entailed estates, of the mort- 
gages filed, and of the judgments in force 
against noblemen, having rendered it com- 
paratively easy for the banks to ascertain 
Which were the good debts constituting 
sound security and which were the worthless 
ones. 


Thus there is the case of ‘the old Earl of 
Feversham, father of that celebrated beau- 
ty, the late Duchess of Leinster. He abso- 
lutely declines to pay any bills whatsoever, 
save when driven into a corner by his trades- 
people, and this only happens perhaps every 
seven or eight years when some of them be- 
come desperate. He then pays off every 
penny without any haggling—but transfers 
his custom elsewhere. He is quite rich and 
has no difficulty whatseever in furnishing 
the money needed by his tradespeople Only 
he has a particular and most strongly de- 
veloped antipathy to putting his name to 
a check or to paying any bills, an antipathy 
that is shared by dozens—nay, scores—of 
his fellow-peers whose names I could men- 
tion 

It is this system of long credit and pro- 
nounced disinclination to pay bills that has 
proved the ruin of such of the members of 
the aristocracy who, after having met with 
financial reverses, have themselves gone in 
for shopkeeping. Their friends and ac- 
quaintances flocked to their shops and 
bought largely, but expected the same 
amount of credit that they got elsewhere, 
and as, of course, it requires a large amount 
of capital to run a long credit business of 
this kind these blue-blooded shopkeepers 
have every one of them—from Lady Granville 
Gordon down to Mrs. Stracey, mother of the 
Countess of Dudley—come to grief in their 
trading ventures. q 

Let me add that the aristocracy until late-« 
ly were bound together against the outer 
world, and especially against the shop- 
keeping community, by ties of caste, and 
that if any tradespeople became unduly 
pressing for their bill the risk was run of 
losing the trade, not only of that particular 
customer, but that of all the latter’s friends 
and acquaintances—in fact, of nearly all 
the members of his or her class. 

What has led to the present movement | 
among the London tradespeople in favor } 
of the abolition of the long credit system is | 
the fact that the banks will no longer ad-.} 
vance money on the security of the book | 
accounts against the aristocracy. Since the | 
latter have invaded what is known as “ the | 
city " and permitted,the city element to in- 
vade their sajons and their clubs, since, in | 
one word, peers have become stock brokers, | 
wine merchants, retail grocers, bankers, and 
have gone in so heavily for company pro- 
moting and speculating in stocks, it is no 
longer possible to keep sufficient track of 
their financial status to render their debts 
a good security or collateral. 

The tradespeople, therefore, being unable 
to get money from the banks, and having 
probably exhausted their own capital, are 
now compelled to look to their customers 
for the funds needed to carry on the busi- 
ness and clever enough to realize the ad- 
vantages of a combined movement in the- 
matter, instead of any isolated action, have 
now been holding meetings that are strik- 
ing terror into the bosoms of the British 
aristocracy.

We may accordingly look for a very ex- 
tensive invasion on the part of the British 
nobility into the bankruptcy court, and in- 
asmuch as bankrupt peers are debarred 
from occupying their seats in the House of 
Lords, it may become necessary to devise 
some new means of recruiting a quorum in 
the Upper Chamber, which bids fair to be 
depleted by the gazetted meen of its 
members. 

Germany’s reigning houses are on the 
eve of an innovation which bids fair to 
revolutionize the entire system of succes- 
sion. Not one, but several of the dynasties | 
are in danger of becoming extinct in default 
of male issue of purely royal descent, among | 
the number being the sovereign families of | 
Baden, of Hesse, of Lippe, and of Schwarz- 
burg. | 
With a view of avoiding complications | 
that would otherwise ensue, the various 
sovereigns of the confederation forming the 
German Empire have now come to the con- 
clusion that in default of male issue of 
purely royal descent the heir and successor 
may be chosen from the morganatic off-. 
spring who have hitherto been regarded as 
barred from the throne by the plebeian an- | 
¢estry either of their mother or of some 
other maternal ancestresses. | 

Thus the reigning Prince of Schwarzburg,» 
and the Legislature of his principality, as 
well as the federal rulers of Germany, have 
just recognized as heir to the crown the 
gon born to him by his morganatic wife, a 
Countess Reina; and a tribunal of arbitra-. 
tion, presided over by the venerable King’ 
of Saxony, has lately rendered a verdict to. 
the effect that the morganatic marriage of 
the grandfather of Count Ernest of Lippe | 
does not constitute a bar to his succession 
to the throne of the now demented and child- | | 
less ruler of that principality | 

On the same principle the danger can be 
averted with which the reigning houses of 
Baden and of Hesse have now been con- 
fronted of becoming extinct and thus liable 
to have their dominions absorbed by 
Prussia. 

From a physical point of view the innova-| 
tion is a subject of congratulation. For the 
issue of morganatic alliances—that is to say, 
of matrimonial unions between the anoint- 
ead of the Lord and women of people— 
are invariably much more healthy and. 
sound in eyery respect that the offspring of 
what the Germans describe as “ eben- 
buertig marriages-—that is to say, mar- 
riages between royal Princes and royal 
Princesses, whose blood is, asa rule, vitiated 
by it antiquity, and who, frequently too 
closely related, are themselves often the 
issue of alliances between first cousins, and 
in consequence physically and mentally de- 
generate, while the children to which they 
give birth are of even still worse caliber. — 

If this innovation is put into effect by all 
the reigning houses of Germany the throne 
of Wurtembure will be inherited not by 
Duke Albert, who Is a Catholic, and, as 
such, obnoxious to the people and to the 
King, but by the eldest son of the Duke of 
Teck, Prince Adolphus, who is married to 
the daughter of the Duke of Westminster, 
and who is the eldest brother of the Duchess 
of York. If the morganatic marriage of 
his grandfather is nbd longer held to be any 
bar he becomes ipse facto heir to the throne, 
and an English girl, who in the eyes of the 
English law was merely a commoner until 
her marriage, will eventually become Queea

circumstances. Because England or France 
could not rightfully complain of the trans- 
fer of Florida to us, it by ho means follows 
that we could not complain of the cession 
of Cuba to one ofthem. The plain difference 
4s that the transfer cf Florida to ts was not 
dangerous to the safety of either of those 
nations nor fatal to any of their great and 
essential interests. Proximity of position, 
neighborhood, whatever augments the pow- 
et of injuring and anboying, very properly 
belonke to the considération of all cases of 
this kind. The gefteater or less facility of 
acceés iteelf is a consideration of such ques- 
tidns, bécause it Brings, or may bring, 
weighty consequences with it.”’ 

Webster went on to destroy a distinction 
that had been raised between a voluntary 
and an involuntary transfer, and continued: 
“Tre general rule of national law is, uh- 
questionably, against interference in the 
traneactions of other States. There are, 
however, acknowledged exceptions, growing 
out of ciretimstaintes and fotinded in those 
cireumstattes. These exceptions, it has 
been propertly said, cannot, Without danger, 
be reduced t6 previous rulé and incorpo- 
fated into the créinary diplomacy of na- 
tichs. Nevertheless, they do exist and must 
be judged of. when they arise with a fust 
pegard to our own essential interests, but 
im a spitit of strict justice and Gelicacy also 
towerds foreign States.”

piloted, and their boat went ashore on the 
nght of Aug. 11 about sixty mifes from 
Havana. Here the force was divided, the 
main body proceeding inward under Lopez, 
while 200 men remained with Crittenden to 
guard the stores. This force of Critten- 
den was attacked of the 13th by a superior 
detachment of Spaniards while it was march- 
ing to join the General, and was driven back 
to the coast: Some fifty of the men got 
aboard a boat and steered for the United 
States, but they were overtaken by a Span- 
ish ship of war, carried to Havana, su?- 
marily trie@ by court»maftial, condemned, 
and shot. Meanwhile the men directly un- 
der the command of Lopez had been at- 
tacked afd fared badly. Many were kille#, 
and the remainder were taken prisoners. 
Lopez himself was captured, and garrocédd 
in the public square at Havana. 
Numerous complications between the 
United States and Spain grew out of this 
affair. The news of the execution of Crit- 
tenden and his men caused the greatest ex- 
citement in New Orleans. It was brought 
over in the same ship that conveyed letters 
from the doomed filihusters to relatives in 
this country, and, after it was published, a 
rumor was started that those letters were 
being detained'in the office of the Spanish 
Consul. An infuriated mob gathered upon 
this report and attacked not only the office 
of the Consul but the office of a Spanish 
newspaper as well and several Spanish 
shops. The picture of the Spanish Queén 
and one of the Captain General of Cuba 
were defaced and a flag which was found 
in the Consul’s office was torn to piecés, 
Webster was then Secretary of State, and 
he wrote a very handsome note to the 
Spanish government. He wasalso kept busy 
interceding for American citizens who had 
escaped death at Havana only to be de- 
ported to Spanish prisons. But in spite of: 
his apologetic tone throughout this cor- 
respondence the logic of his speech of 1826 
would lead ultimately to the conclusion that 
it was inexpedient artd impossible that Cuba 
‘should continue to be a constant threat to 
the peace of this country, owing to the 
wretched inadequacy of the Spanish gov- 


lernment. If it is a matter of ‘‘ essential in- 


terest" that the island should not be under 
the control of a menacing power, it is also 
of utmost importance that it should not be 
given over to anarchy. It was very wun- 
fortunate that the Cuban questionsbecame 
mixed with the slavery qnhestion 
this time. There can be no doubt that th; 
sentifieht of the Gountfy was uncompfo- 
misingly anti-Spanish, but the disposition 
of the sidveholders to avail themselves of 
this sentiment for their own selfish ends had 
& bad influence in the North, which was felt 
until slavery was finally put down by the 
war. 

The Cuban puzzle came up in new shape 
fn 1852, when Hhgland and France proposed 
& tfipartite convention with the United 
States for the purpose of guaranteeing the 
possession of Cuba to Spain and of dis- 
claiming for the participants any intention 
of obtaining possession of the island then 
or in the future. 


Secretary Everett’s Argument. 
Hdward Everett, Secretary of State, vetoed 
this proposition in a remarkably able paper. 
He urged, in the first place, that one strong 
objection to Buch an agreement was the 
aversion to political alliances with European 
powers, which is one of the oldest traditions 
of the federal government, In the second 
place he pointed out that there was a great 
difference between the Cuban interests of 
France and England on the one side and of 
the United States on the other. ‘“ Cuba lies 
at our doors. It commands the approach 
to the Gulf of Mexico, which washes the 
shores of five of our States. It bars the 
entrance to that great river which drains 
half the North American continent.” This 
is ah echo of Webster's Panama mission 
speech, and the argument Is strengthened 
by an illustration which supposes Cuba, a 
Spanish possession, guarding the mouth of 
the Seine or the Thames. ‘The Secretary 
added that, “ territorially and commercially, 
Cuba would, in our hands, be an extremely 
valuable possession,’ that “ under certain 
contingencies it might be almost essential 
to our safety,”’ and he closed with a refer- 
ence to manifest destiny as | 
doubted operation of the law of our politica! 
existence,” and with the declaration that 
“ every addition to the territory of the Amer- 
ican union has given homes to European 
destitution and gardens to BHuropean want.” 
This would be stigmatized as demagogry and 
jingoism in certain quarters today, but it 
came from the greatest scholar and ore of 
the most refined and cultivated gentlemen 
who have ever @tfaced our politics. If he 
shrunk at the idea of seizing the island in 
the then existing state of affairs, loaded as 
it was with the awful load of slavery and 
bound to Spain by right of a long ownership, 
he wonld not have hesitated at aggressive 
action when his country’s flag was insulted, 
when Massacres were perpetrated upon the 
| boards that it had protected, and when 
“manifest destiny’ was urging the quick 
application of its law. | 
The fext half dozen vears were to develop 
& number of very exciting episodes in con- 
nection with our relations with Cuba. Soon 
after Franklin Pierce was elected President 
he appointed Buchanan Minister to England 
and Pierre Soulé of Loutsiana Minister to 
.- Spain. iIt has been noted. already that 
Buchanan was favorable to Cuban annex- 
ation, arid Soulé had gone much further than 
he tn speeches in the United States Senate, 
wheréin he eulogized the Lopez expedition. 
When Soulé departed for Spain on his mis- 
sion he received a deputation of Cuban ex- 
lles, to whom he made a sympathetic address, 
and he Met, of course, with great disfavor 
and distrust when he arrived at his post. 
The troubles of this Minister make an inter- 
esting chapter In our diplomatic history, but 
only such of them ean be touched tipon as 
bear directly on the Cuban question, It 
micht be supposed. that the Spanish au- 
thorities, both in the old country and in 
Cuba, would have been particularly careful 
at this juncture, but the Cuban understrap- 
pérs allowed their race hatred to get the 
bettér of thém at & Very critical moment. 
For s6tie years an American merchant 
éteéamer, called the Rlack Warrior, had been 
piying between Mobile and New York, and it 
had been accustomed to stop regularly at 
Havana for passengers and mail only, All 
that had beé@n required of its &gent was that 
he shotid clear it “in ballast” the day be- 
fore its arrival. This subterfuge had been 
allowed by the authorities, though the prac- 
tice was contrary to the regulations of the 
port. A of the Black Warrior's 
car@o had never been required, and yet on 
Feb, 28, 12854. it Was stopped for having 
violated the law. Its agent immediately 
offered to amend its manifest so that it 
should comply with the terms of the law,

An Unpropitious Time. 


Of course, this entirely gratuitous outrage 
for which there was -no possible excuse 
caused great excitement at Washington. It 
is highly probable that it would have solved 
the Cuban question for once and all had it 
not been for a greater domestic question 
that was then agitating the country. It 
was the time of the Kansas-Nebraska bill, 
that measure which fairly absorbed the pub- 
lic mind and hastened the oncoming of civil 
war. But the administration acted with 
vigor. The President immediately demand- 
ed an indemnity from Spain, and he sug- 
gested the passing of emergency liegisla- 
tion which would enable him, with the 


puthority ‘and means that Congress might 


grant, “‘to ensure the observance of our 
just rights, to obtain redress for injuries 
received, and to vindicate the honor of our 
flag.” Marcy, the Secretary of State, sent 
@ history of the affair, with the necessary 
instructions to Soulé. He characterized 
the seizure of the vessel as the most fla- 
grant of many unredressed wrongs of Cuba 
to this country. He directed the Minister 
to demand $300,000 as indemnity to the own- 
expressed 
the hope of the President that hér Catholic 
Majesty would “ visit With her displeasure 
the Cuban officials who had perpetrated 
the wrong,” adding, “‘ neither the views of 
this government nor the sentiments of the 
country will brook any evasion or delay on 
the part of her Catholic Majesty in a case 
of such flagrant wrong.” This instruction 
was sent by a special messenger, who did 
not arrive at Madrid until April 7, so slow

But nothing was so slow as the Spanish 
goverhment. Soulé pressed the matter at 
once; it played right into his hands and 
yet nothing that he df@ could hasten Cal- 
deron, the Spanish Foreign Minister. He 
had an ftnterview with that official on April 
8, at which he presented the case fully and 
asked for the earliest possible reply. It 
would have been easy, at the very least, for 
Calderon to have disclafmed the acts-of the 
Cuban officials without going into all the 
particulars of the affair, but three days 
went by without his being heard from. On 


“the 11th Soulé wrote him, in rather abrupt 


fashion, demanding the sum of $300,000 as 
indemnity and thé dismissal of the offend- 
ing officers from her Majesty's service. He 
declared that if his demands were not com- 
plied with within forty-eight hours his gov- 
ernment would consider that the Spanish 
government had decided to approve the 
conduct of the officers. Just to.emphasize 
the urgency of the case, the Secretary, who 
carried this note to Calderon, poifited to 
the clock in his room, and, indicating the 
hour, said that an answer would be ex- 
pected in two days on the minute. 

Before he received this peremptory de- 
mand Calderon had written in reply to 
Soulé’s first representations in the usual 
Spanish fashion, His letter was nothing 
but a plea for delay, and it is said that he 
would haye been content with this plea 
even after he had received Soulé’s second 
communication had it not been for the tn- 
sistence of the French and British Am- 
bassadors and of other members of the 
Cabinet, who were determined upon rebuk- 
ing the American Minister. The reply to 
the second note, which was written under 
foreign auspices, assumed a high and 
mighty tone and one of superior morality, 
which reproved the unseemly haste of 
Soulé and declared that his manner of ex- 
acting satisfaction suggested “a suspicion 
that it is not so much the manifestdtion of 
a lively interest in the defense of pretended 
injuries as an ineomprehensible pretext for 
exciting estrangement, if not a quarrel, be- 
tween two friendly powers.” 


Spanish Make Amends. 

While this was the tone of their diplomacy 
the Spanish atithorities took such action in 
the premises that they were able not long 
afterward to inform the American Minister 
that the property for which the indemnity 
had been asked had been restored to tts own- 
ers, that the fine imposed upon the Captain 
had been remitted, that the Black Warrior 
had been granted the same privileges at Ha- 
vana that were allewed the steamers of 
English Royal Mail company, atid that th 
company which owned the“boat was gatis<. 
fied with the settlement. 

This was supposed to square accounts. but 
when Marcy heard of it he wrote to Soulé 
“ that the wrong and insult to the natior. had 
not been atoned,” that the procedure of the 
Cuban officials was an act of “ flagrant 
wrong,”’ and that the manner in which our 
demand for indemnity had been met by 
Spain was very unsatisfactory to the Presi- 
dent, and the attempt at justification oi the 
conduct of the people at Havana an ag- 
gravation rather than a mitigation of their 
offense. Soulé himself eagerly wished for 
wet. but this very letter had a restraining 
clause which prevented him from coming -to 
the point of an ultimatum. The fact was 
that the home Cabinet was itself divided, 
and that Marcy belonged to the more con- 
sefvative wing. He favored annexation, but 
Only peaceable annexation. It ts none the 
less true that if peremptory language had 
not been used, and if a belligerent spirit had 
not been shown the Spaniards would have 
given us very little satisfaction. 

Toward the conclusion of this affair Marcy 
wrote to Soulé Saying that the President 
was satisfied with the spirited manner in 
which he had performed the duties of his 
mission, but Rdggesting that weight and 
perhaps efficiéncy would be given to the 
negotiation if he should associate with him 
“two other of our most distinguished citi- 
zens."" This was the origin of the famous 
Ostend conferetice, the conferees being Bu- 
chanan, Soulé, and Mason, the Minister to 
France. These gentlemen were to have a 
full and free interchange of views in regard 
to the acquisition of Cuba. Soulé’s influence 
was dominant at these meetings, and is ap- 
parent in the so-called manifesto, which 
was published over their names. In this 
document is was suggested that an earnest 
attempt should be made to purchase Cuba. 
The price had in mind was $120,000,000. It 
was urged that the sale would be advan- 
tageous both to Spain and to the United 
States, but following this was a sort uf ul- 
timatum in which it was declared that if 
Spdin was not willing to sell we should be 
forced to take the island in the interest of 
our own peace and security. The manifesto 
caused a great dea! of discussion, but it did 
not have the support of the administra'/ion, 
and Soulé subsequently resigned his mission 
because of the antagonism that he had expe- 
rienced from the Secretary of State. There 
is no doubt that diplomatic precedent was 
all on the side of the Secretary, but at the 
same time it is clear that merely diplomatic 
representations will never have much effect 
upon Spanish pride. Marcy's kind of an- 
nexation, the peaceable kind, was as re- 
pugnant to the Spanish mind as Soulé’s, and 
it was declared in those days, as it has been 
declared recently, that to part with Cuba 
upon any terms was to part with national 
honor. 


Proclamation Against Filibusters. 

While this diplomatic manetivering was 
going on the filibusters had become active 
again and the President had felt constrained 
to issue a proclamation against them. Gen- 
eral John A. Quitman of Mississippi, a 
former Governor of that State, was their 
leader. He had been in Washington the 
-year before, Where he had received the en- 
couragement of prominent public men, and 
he was now, in 1854, actively engaged in 
getting his forces together. Money was 
subscribed to his enterprise in considerable 
amounts, and while the case of the Black 
Warrior was being discussed the affair 
seemed to have a most promising outlook. 
But heré again political conditions at home 
Were unfavorable. Kansas-Nebraska out- 
weighed Cuba. The administration could 
not hope for the right sort of support in 
case of a foreign war. After the isstiance 
of the neutrality proclamation Quitman was 
atrested and compelled to give bonds to 
observe the laws. 

All this while the island was in an un- 
settled state and the Cuban Junta at New 
York was doithg its best to further the 
oause of the patriots. There is récord of 
the execution or deportation of 100 victims 
of Spanish misrule. It Was an earlier chap- 
ter of the story that has come down into 
the last three years and that must continue 
until Cuba is either free or attached to this 
country. But we were nearly done with 
the Cuban problem for the fifties, owing 
to the increasing signs of disunion in the 
South. Buchanan spoke favorably of an-

|with Spain. It is enough to say that this 
| Country was a great loser of revenue by 
the war, that many of its citizens were 
disastrously affected by it in their Cuban 
property interests, and that on these ac- 
| counts alone there was sufficient evidence 
of the absolute necessity of a better and 
, Stronger government on the island to safe- 
guard our rights. But an incident occurred 
| rowing out of the war that superseded 
| the discussion of money losses and brought 
the diplomats into the field post haste. This 
was the Virginius outrage, 
Great Feeling Aroused. 

Spanish and American feeling had been 
sufficiently aroused before this affair 
brought both nations up with a round turn. 
The dons were offended by expressions of 
American sympathy for the Cuban patriots 
and had resented the terms proposed by 
Secretary Fish for the cession of the island 
to the Cubans. ‘The people of this country 
were enraged by the cruelty displayed by 
the Spaniards in the prosecution of the war. 
The horrors of the field had been supple- 
mented by other horrors even more repug- 
fiant to civilization. Spanish policy was 
dictated by the barbarous volunteers who 
made and unmade Captains General, who 
had shot down a lot of innocent people at a 
theatrical performance in Havana, whose 
proceeds, it was said, were to be forwarded 
to the insurgents; who had caused the ar- 
rest of forty-three young students of the 
University of Havana and murdered them 
under the form of a court-martial wherein 
the volunteers were both prosecutors and 
Judges. This indicates the state of public 
sentiment when the news of the Virginius 
seizure, with all its horrible consequences, 
was reported. 

The vessel was an English built blockade 
runner which had been captured during the 
civil war and brought to the navy yard at 
Washington. It was registered at New York 
by John F. Patterson, but was controlled 
by a junta of Cuban sympathizers. It sailed 
from this country in the fall of 1870 and was 
employed in cruising about the West Indies 
for two years. Op Oct. 23, 1878, it cleared 
from Kingston for Puerto Simon, Costa 
Rica, under regular papers, but was cap- 
tured by the Spanish ship-of-war Tornado 
and brought into the port of Santiago de 
Cuba on Nov. 1. As it had been flying the 
American flag and was chartered and had 
cleared as an American vessel Mr. B.. G. 
Schmitt, the American Vice Consul, imme- 
diately proceeded, as was his duty, to in- 
quire into the capture and to in upon 
having access to the prisoners, but he was 
treated with almost inconceivable insolence. 
He was told that the affair was rione of his 
business, that the men were all pirates, and 
that they would be treated as such. The 
matter was one that did not admit of a dif- 
ference of opinion between right-minded 
men, and the’ French and British Consuls 
lent Mr. Schmitt all aid they could. This did 
hot affect the Spanish Governor of the prov- 
ince, however. The slaughter of the pris- 
oners began almost at once, and by Nov. 8 
fifty-three persons had been shot. On that 
day the British warship Niobe, commanded 
by Sir Lambton Lorraine, arrived in port 
and put a stop to the executions. Schmitt 
had been unable to cOmmunicate with the 
United States war vessel, but through the 
good offices of the British authorities and ; 
the activity of Lorraine the Nidébe had hur- 
ried from Kingston with all possible speed 
when the news was repdérted there. Of the 
men on board thé Virginius, 156 in all, forty- 
five only were of Saxon lineage. It is un- 
questionable that the boat was not entitled 
to our protection because its papers were 
Obtained under false pretenses: but this 
justifies neither the precipitate massacré of 
the men nor the insults to our Consul. When 
the Provincial Governor was remonstrated 


communications he replied, as Calderon did 
to Soule, by, reféfefice to his religious de- 
votions, saying that he had been engaged, 
as well as every one else, in meditation of 
the divine mystery of All Saints’ and the 
commemoration of All Souls’ days. Spanish 
holidays are a great boon to Spanish states- 
men. But the Governor did not end here. 
He rebuked the officiousness of Schmitt, 
questioned his motives, and said that he 
would apply for his recall, “singe an offi- 
cer who addresses pratests so slightly found- 
ed, and who, after that, attempts to sur- 
prise the Intention of the Spanish authori- 
ties, accustomed to act with the rectitude 
and loyalty Known to all, cannot help con- 
founding the honor of the country he rep- 
resents.”’ 


Case Was Overwhelming. 


When news of the murders and of the in- 
sult to our representative reached this coun- 
try it was too jJate to do anything but press 
the matter home upon the Spanish govern- 
ment. The case was overwhelming. In 
addition to the facts that have been narrat- 
ed it appeared that two wires to Santiago, 
one by land and one by sea, had been cut 
the day the Virginius arrived in port. Our: 
Minister at Madrid at the time was General 
Daniel EE. Sickles, an excellent man for the 
post. He was urgent, and he was treated 
somewhat as Soule had been. The Spanish 
Foreign Minister, Carvajal, answered his 
protest against the frightful barbaricies at 
Santiago de Cuba with studied impertincnce, 
rejecting it, as he said, with “serene en- 
ergy.’ Sickles answered: 

“And if at last, under the good offices of 
Mr. Carvajal, with the aid of that serenity 
that is unmoved by slaughter, and that en- 
ergy that rejects the voice of humanity, 
which even the humblest may utter and tne 
most powerful cannot hush, this govern- 
ment is successful in restoring order, and 
peace, and liberty where hitherto, and now, 
all is tumult, and conflict, and despotism, 
the fame of the achievement, Mot confined to 
Spain, will reach the continents beyond the 
seas and gladden the hearts of millions who 
believe that the new world discovered by 
Columbus is the home of freemen and not of 
slaves,”’ 

Sickles was prepared to ask for his pass- 
ports Nov. 26, but on that day Carvajal con- 
ceded in part the demands of this govern- 
ment that the Virgitius and her survivors 
should be given up, the perpetrators of the 
Massacre tried and punished, and the flag 
of the United States saluted. The boat was 
lost on its way back to this country. Some 
$8v,000 was paid over by Spain for the fam- 
llies of American sufferers, and a money 
compensation was given also to the fam- 
ilies of British subjects who had been ex- 
ectited on the Virginius, but the intolerant 
ans | bloodthirsty Governor was never pun- 


Lesson of Subsequent Events. 

Events that have occurred will have only 
added to the evidence that Spanish domin- 
lon should have been terminated in Cuba 
with those wholly inexcusable crimes against 
humanity and insults to our nation. Only. 
a little later three American whaling ships, 
engaged in a legitimate business, were fired 
upon by Spanish gunboats while outside 
Spanish waters, and were held for many 
days, during which their crews were forced 
to endure the most brutal treatment. In- 
demnity in the sum of $10,500 was demand- 
ed for these outrages, but the amount finally 
accepted was but $10,000. Our subsequent 
trotibles with the fiend among nations have 
been no more than what. ought have been 
expected from the past. The Maine denotes 
the encouragement that was received from 
the too lenient treatment of the cases of 
the Black Warrior and the Virginius, and 
the contempt for American authority that 
has been gisclosed during the present war 
is & matter of course.

If the readers of THe Trisune have read 


carefully the dispatch from Washington 
which appeared in jts last issue they must 
have come to the conclusion that wa¥ with 
Spain in the fiear future is not only a possi- 
bility but a probability, and that the goy- 
ernment is using every means in its power 
to put the nation in that position where it 
can use its war resources to the best ad- 
vantage. The information contained in 
that dispatch was furnished by a Cabinet 
officer and officially represents the views of 
the administration. 
The general tenor of this dispatch is to 
the effect that the government has been 
making preparations for war for some 
time and will continue to make them until 
it is in complete readiness to meet the | thimbleriggers of the stock exchange. 
emergency. With this end in view, both | 
the army and navy are being placed upon 
a war footing and the coast fortifications 
have been strengthened. A board of naval 
officers has been organized to formulate 
plans for the enrollment and equipment of 
the auxiliary navy and rapid fire guns have 
been accumulated for it and are now ready 
to be placed on board twenty-five or more 
of these fleet cruisers now engaged in com- 
merce. There is also ground for belief that 
United States agents have been securing | 
options on foreign war vessels, so that in| 
case of hostilities they can be purchased | 
and equipped at once. Whatever may be | 
the outcome of the Maine inquiry, it is eyi- 
dent the administration is making prepara- 
tion to intervene in behalf of Cuba. Inci- 
dentally, this is what caused the sudden flop 
of the “ peace at any price ” Times-Herald) 
and its afternoon tender. It wasa tip from 
Washington that suddenly shut off’ Kohl- 
saat’s vociferous clamor that there would | 
be “ no war ” and estopped him from “ keep- 
ing cool ” any longer. ! 
There can, in fact, be no doubt that the 
country is near the beginning of the end 
so far as Spain is concerned. There is no 
longer any concealment of the fact that the 
battleship Maine was blown up by an ex- 
plosion from the outside, and there is no 
doubt in Washington that the naval court 
will report against the accident theory, 
which means the court will find that the 
Maine and 260 or more of its crew were 
treacherously destroyed by the Spaniards. 
If Spain had been friendly to this coun- 
try none of its subjects would have raised 
a finger against the Maine and its crew, 
That dastardly deed was the outcome of 
Spanish malignity and hate, and Spain must 
suffer the consequences. The sooner thé 
job is undertaken the better it will be and 
the quicker it will be finished. 
The time is ripe for a settlement in full 
with Spain. The dead sailors of the Maine 
must be avenged if it shall appear that they 
are the victims of Spanish hatred. The 
battleship Maine must be settled for. The 
wrongs of Cuba must be atoned. There 
must be an end to the murder of pacificos, 
the shooting of hospital patients, the stary- 
ing of women and children. There must be 
a settlement for damage to American com- 
mercial interests. And, finally, Spain must 
be driven out of the Western hemisphere 
and Cuba must be free. ! 
If thisinvolyes war, then let the war come, 
and the sooner the better. That it may in- 
volve war is shown by the preparations of 
the government to be ready for it when it 
comes. Indemnity must be exacted for 
the Maine disaster, the war in Cuba must 
stop, and the Cubans must be free.

by “ operating on the board.” Often their 
parents encourage them. It is so much 
more “‘ genteel” to “ operate” than to man- 
age a factory or a store. | 

An increasing, number of business-men in 
city and country, dissatisfied with small, 
legitimate profits, try their luck in the stock 
‘exchange. If they wim on the first vent- 
‘ure then they are flushed with confidence in 
their good judgment and keep on. If they 
‘lose on the first trial, then they try again in 


| order to get back what they have lost. 


But the losses always exceed the gains. 
‘There are a few men of superior ability en- 
gaged in this business of speculating in “ in- 
securities.” They live off the lambs, pig- 
eons, or “suckers” who pit their wits 
against’ the greater shrewdness and much | 
‘wider knowledge of the experts. Neverthe- 
less, the supply of new lambs is inexhaust- 


‘ible. . 


| The “ commercial spirit” of Wall street 
is the same at bottom as the spirit which 


has taken possession of the deyotee of the 
‘poolroom and of the faro table. The only 
‘difference is that petty gambling is consid- 
‘ered disreputable and gambling on a grand 
‘scale is deemed respectable. There are laws 
_ to punish the pool-seller or the gaming-house 
keeper. There are none -to punish the 


The men who manipulate horse races or 


‘stock ecards are not admitted into polite 


society. The man who jockeys the stock 
market and gets wealth thereby is wel- 
comed by “society.” Young men, ‘obsery- 
ing this, conclude that they will do likewise. 

How and when is the progress of this 
corrupting mania for speculating to be 
checked? If not checked the next genera- 
tion will be more deeply imbued with it than 
thé present generation. To the present 
stage of fermentation will succeed the stage 
of putrefaction. The country is approach- 
ing that stage rapidly now. Otherwise the 
great stock gamblers would not possess as 
much influence at the seat of government 
as they do. 

Here is an excellent text for the ministers. 
But probably not one of them will preach 
from it this morning. They will say a good 
deal abont the needs of foreign missions 
and the benighted heathen in other lands. 
They will say nothing about the necessity 
for missionary work among the intelligent, 
educated heathen at home who have made 


gambling their god. 


ONE RESULT OF FREE COINAGE. 

Ever since the national government was 
established individuals who have suffered 
property losses by reason of the acts of its 
agents have been applying to Congress for 
relief. Their claims have been pressed by 
Congressmen and by lobbyists. An enor- 
mous amount of money has been paid out 
in a hundred years on account of private 
claims, a large percentage of which, it may 
be stated, were exaggerated or fraudulent. 

So successful have these claimants been 
that every man who can make out a shadow 
of a ease against the general government 
makes application for relief, confident that 
if he keeps at it long enough he will be sure 
to obtain redress. He expects his Repre- 
sentative to take up his case and work for 
him. If that Representative seems to take 
no interest in the matter, then the claimant 
and all his relatives and friends begin war 
on him. 

Suppose Congress were to change and de- 


. base the money standard in the manner de- 


manded by the Chicago platform, thus ena- 
bling those who owe gold value money: to 
force on their creditors dollars whose actual 
value, as measured ‘by the old standard, 
would be less than half face value, then 
millions of men and women would be dam- 
aged directly to the amount of billions of 
dollars. | 

The indirect damages need not be con- 
sidered, enormous though they would be. 
But there would be a direct pecuniary loss 
falling on depositors in savings and commer- 
cial banks, on persons who had gold real 
or personal property on time or who had 
loaned money in any way, and on all bene- 
ficiaries of life insurance policies. Each of 
these would be deprived by the act of the 
government of a portion.of his property. 

The first act of these sufferers would be 
to apply to Congress for relief. Among 
these applicants would be many men who 
had voted for the Congressmen who 
changed the}money standard and thus de- 
prived so many citizens of their property. 
They would be sorry for what they had 
done when they felt the effects of the policy 
they had ignorantly indorsed. 

There would be so many of these claims 
that it would be impossible to introduce a 
. separate bill in each case. It would be 
necessary to lump the cases. There would 
be bills “to indemnify bank depositors for 
losses sustainéd by rehson of the change 
of monetary standard,” to indemnify 
mortgage holders, and bondholders, and life 
insurance policy holders. 


ent bills were introduced would not ask for 
a restoration of the gold standard. They 
would simply ask Congress to appropriate 
enough cheap money to pay them for the 
Property they had been deprived of by the 
change of standards. é 


a Congressman wild. It is easy to imagine 
what the state of mind of Representatives 
and Senators would be when each of them 
had several thousand men at his heels 
begging for the passage of relief bills and 
threatening vengeance at the polls if the 
matter was not attended to quickly.

Many of those Congressmen would feel that 
it was hardly safe for them to return to 
their districts if indemnity measures were

But to settle all these claims would call 
for appropriations amounting to many 
billions. If the losses footed up 8,000 mil- 
lions in gold value money, then jt would be 
necessary to appropriate 16,000 millions in 
cheap silver dollars to cover the losses. 
That sum would have to be obtained by 
the sale of cheap silver “ relief ” bonds, and 
the taxes would haye to be increased con- 
siderably to raise the money with which to 
pay the interest on them. 

So if the free silver Democrats were to 
come inte power and carry out their “ 16 to 
1” policy their representatives in Con- 
gress would straightway find themselves in 
a pretty pickle. They would be besieged 
by legions of men claiming compensation 
from the government for damages inflicted 
by it. On the other hand, the magnitude

OIVILSERVICE COMMISSIONERSINDICTED 

Yesterday was a blue day for Mayor Har- 
rison’s Civil Service Commissioners. The 
grand jury, which adjourned yesterday, in- 
dicted Messrs Washburne and Winston, 
who are serving now, and Mr. Kraus, who 
resigned a few weeks ago, for violating the 
civil service law. 

Mr. Lindblom, who succeeded Mr. Kraus, 
was indicted giso, not for fogling with the 
civil service law but on a charge of making 
bucket-shop trades. Thus it; happens that 
all the persons whom Mayor Harrison has 
put on the commission will have to appear 
in the Criminal Court. 
The evidence submitted to the grand 
jury of which it based the indictments re- 
turned against Messrs. Kraus, Washburne, 
and Winston was substantially that which 
was brought out before the Senatorial In- 
vestigation committee, with which the pub- 
lic is familiar. 

That committee, after bringing out all 
the facts connected with the appointment of 
the Star-leaguers, the changing of the 
averages of some men who had been ex- 
amined, ete., suggested that the grand jury 
take the matter up. It did so, and decided 
that the evidence justified not merely a con- 
demnatory report but indictments. 

Whether the accused will be convicted on 
the indictments which have been returned 
the future must decide. If found guilty 
they may be fined not more than $1,000 or 
sent to jai] for not more than six months, or 
be both fined and imprisoned. But, on the 
other hand, the jury may acquit or the 


Judge may hold that the alleged offenses do | 


not warrant the indictment. - 

Whatever the outcome may be, the action 
of the grand jury is calculated to inspire 
present and future commissioners with 
much greater respect for the civil service 
law. They will be careful to take no liber- 
ties with it, knowing that indictments will 
ensue. And indictments, even though not 
followed by convictions, are unpleasant. 


OUR ORCHESTRA IN NEW YORE. 

The Chicago Orchestra has again invad- 
ed New York and it has met with a conspic- 
uous success, notwithstanding the plaudits 
were somewhat reluctant on the part of 
some of the papers. That its excellence is 
admitted, reluctantly or otherwise, is a 
great point gained and a feather of generous 
dimensions in the cap of Mr. Thomas. The 
visit of the orchestra to that city last year 
was not encouraging. There was manifest 
a determination not to treat it on its merits 
and to recognize only its demerits. This 
was not so much the*outedme of genuine 
criticism as it was of the facts, first, that 
Mr. Thomas had deserted New York for 
Chicago, though that desertion was purely 
the fault of New York, and, second, that 
the orchestra bore the name of Chicago. 

The environments this season are some- 
what changed. The orchestra of 1898 is a 
better one in many respects than that of 
1897. Its weak point, the string band, has 
been strengthened, with the result that its 
work is more finished and artistic than ever 
before. Considered from the standpoint of 
its merit it could not have less than high 
praise without an absurd @iolation of the 
canons of criticism that would indicate 
crass prejudice. Again, the New-Yorkers 
have now, in a measure, become accustomed 
to visitations of this kind. Having no per- ‘ 
manent orchestra of their own and their 
Philharmonic Orchestra being in its deca- 
dence, they have come te recognize that 
they must look to ontside cities for their 
orchestra programs. There are but two 
cities which can furnish them—Boston and 
Chicago. As. they welcomed the former 
there is no reason why they should not also 
welcome the latter. That they have come 
to this conclusion is evident by the largely 
increased patronage at the recent concerts 
and the musical success which attended 
them. The general criticism also is in a 
high degree flattering and shows that the 
orchestra has made a place for itself on its 
merits in the esteem of the New York con- 
cert-goers. 

In all this there is room for congratula- 
tion on the part of the orchestra, its ex- 
cellent conductor, and the people of Chi- 
cago. A handful of years ago the man who 
predicted that a Chicago orchestra would 
go to New York City and give concerts 
with programs of the higher music, or any 
music for that, would have been regarded 
not only as a false but a silly prophet. But 
this has been done. It shows that the 
musical current is running the other way. 
It demonstrates that Chicago has so far 
advanced in the things that make for sweet- 
ness and light that it can send its musical 
representatives to New York, Boston, Phil- 
adelphia, and the old-time centers of cult- 
ure and supply them with concerts of a high 
order. It shows that we no longer have to 
look to them for concerts of this class. The 
movement to obtain a permanent orchestra 
in New York indicates that the concert- 
goers of that city realize their musical de- 
ficiency and would like to supply it. 
Whether they wil] do it in a city so full of 
turbulent musical factions and so dominat- 
ed by commercial conditions in ventures 
of all kinds remains to be seen. As a mat- 
ter of dollars and cents it would be cheaper 
for them to rely upon Chicago and Boston, 
and it is not unlikely they may decide to 


do so. 


CLEAN BASEBALL. 

At the meeting of the magnates of the 
National league of baseball clubs in St.Louis 
on Wednesday the representatives of the 
game in the twelve greatest cities of the 
land passed a stringent law against the 
profanity, vulgarity, anid obseenity which 
for the last two years have occurred at 
times to the injury of the sport. , 

The club owners have legislated wisely, 
although in enacting the law they have cast 
discredit upon many good men, They have 
purged away a disgusting feature of the 
national sport, braving danger of financial 
loss in their effort to cleanse the game, 
However, the number of foul-mouthed ball 
players is comparatively small. A few men 
by vile language have cast discredit upon 
180 men seeking to earn a living by playing 
ball in the National league. It is certain 
that the league intends to purify the game, 
and, while profanity and vulgarity are even 
less glaringly apparent in baseball than in 
almost any other line of business, one of- 
fense committed in the face of thousands 


might almost ruin the character of the | 


game inany city. The many suffer injury 
to reputation through the fault of the few. 
Athietes are, as a rule, clean-minded, 
decent men. A few managers, intent more 
on gain than upon care to protect their 
patrons, have permitted, even encouraged, 
rowdyism. Games haye been won, pen- 
nants have been gained by physical or moral 
‘assault upon the umpire, the judge of play. 
Such men haye met rebuke from the wiser 
heads and in the coming year such methods 
will be abandoned or the penalty of expul- 
sion will be inflicted upon the offending 
player. | 
The Chicago club has always stood for 


- ~ 
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clean ball, and by réfusing to e meth- 
ods of the rowdies Chicago has been robbed 
of many games. President James A. Hart 
Was one of the pioneers in the crusade for 
clean ball. His efforts and those of his as- 
sociates have been rewarded. 

The fight against profanity and vulgarity 
sets a mark in the history of the game. It 
has set an example for leaders in other 
branches of business to follow. Foreign- 
ers say that the American vice is profanity 
and make the too near true statement that 
the American people violate the third com- 
mandpient more than any other. The of- 
fenses charged against ball players are not 


compitted oftener on the ball field than 
-they are in the office or store. They are 


merely more public. The baseball mag- 
nates have set the mark for other managers 
of men to follow. 

The practicability of the legislation has 


been doubted. The club rulers, each almost 


a despotic power, can enforce the law. In 
England the association football is con- 
ducted much as baséball is in the United 
States. If profanity or vulgar exhibitions 


occur on any association field the associa- . 


tion immediately closes the grounds of the 
club under whose jurisdiction the game was 
being played. In cricket the association 
officials have absolute power to discipline 
men. A case is cited in which a famous 
cricketer was severely discipfined for call- 
ing out to a sporting dominie who was 
batting: “ Down comes your bloody pul- 
pits,” as the wicket fell. The National 
league has the same power and intends to 
exert it. One example will probably be 
sufficient to suppress all offenses against 
decency on the ball field. 


PREPARING FOR THE CRI 

There is no lenger room for doubt that 
the government in Washington appreciates 
the gravity of the situation and is making 
preparations to meet it. This is evidenced 
not merely from activity during the last 
few weeks both in the army and the navy 
but in the aufhoritative utterances of mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, as indicated in the 
Washington special to Tum Trisune of 


| Saturday. 


The accident theory as an explanation for 
the disaster to the Maine having been 
abandoned, there is clearly no other policy 
for the government to pursue than to be 
prepared to act with the utmost prompt- 
ness and vigor in cage the emergency is 
forced upon us. One of the strongest as- 
surances for peace in such an emergency is 
to be prepared for war, and if the blow 
must be struck in the interest of justice and 
humgnity it will be to the interest of the 
principals in the struggle and the commer- 
cial and financial world that it be so effec- 
tive as to bring a permanent peace at the 
earliest moment. 

During the last week there have been per- 
sistent reports from London and elsewhere 
that Spain was making desperate efforts to 
negotiate a loan from English capitalists, 
with the supposed olfject of strengthening 
its navy by the purchase of war vessels now 
practically completed in English shipyards. 
In spite of the report within the last two 
days that these negotiations have been suc- 
cessful, and that a portion of the purchases 
contemplated had been accomplished, with 
others in prospect, it is already discredited 
by the denial of one of the English ship- 
building firms through which the negotia- 
tions were said to be conducted. The fol- 
lowing from the Washington special! to THE 
TRIBUNE of yesterday, bearing on this sub- 
ject, therefore has a special significance: | 

For some days past dispatches haye been printed 
from Lofdon and elsewhere to the efféct that 
Spain had secured or was about to secure vagious 
battleships and cruisers now approaching com- 
pletion in British shipyards. There is good ground 
for the belief not only that these dispatches were 
untrue, but that the persons negotiating for the 
purchase were authorized agents of the United 
States. In fact, it Is common gossip about the 
Navy department that the United States has actu- 
ally secured options on all these war vessels, and 


that In case of hostilities they could be immediate- 
ly purchased and equipped at a stipulated price. 


If negotiations of the character here re- 
ferred to are in progress or in contempla- 
tion it is of the first importance that they 
should be brought to a conclusion in time to 
avoid any international complications, such 
as would arise if the vessels were not de- 
livered before the beginning of actual hos-. 
tilities. | 


GENERAL WILLIAM BOOTH. 

General Booth, founder and head of the 
Salvation Army, is again in America on one 
of those fiery crusades which he has been 
making in almost all parts of the world, 
Nor is this the first ‘time he has gone 
. swinging round the circle ” from one side 
of this continent to the other, visiting near- 
ly all the leading cities, showing himself to 
be a strange power of inspiration wherever 


‘he goes. No audience room appears to be 


large enongh for all who crowd to see and 
hear him. In Washington he was received . 
with distinguished attention. President 
McKinley gave him heartiest welcome at 
the White House and expressed éxtreme 
interest in his work. The General is just 
now hastening eastward from San Fran- 
cisco and will shortly be in Chicago. In St. 
Louis the Roman Catholic Archbishop 
joined with all the rest of the clergy of the 
city in giving him public wejcome. 

The last half of the nineteenth century 
will make record of few more notable men 
than General Booth or of few more signifiz 
cant movements than that which is repre- 
sented, visibly and considerably audibly, by 
the Salvation Army. In outward aspect 
and in some other respects there is a strik- 
ing resemblance between General Booth 
and John Brown, “ whose soul goes march- 
ing on.” General Booth, we believe, has 
never claimed that he belongs to the “ apos- 
tolic succession.” He evidently considers 
himself in fact one of the apostles. Right 
or wrong, he is a tremenodus believer in 
himself as a “man of God.” He knows 
that he has a mission. The Salvationists, 
he says, believe in helping God, in forming 
a copartnership with him, and ask only that 
they may be judged by the actual outcome 
to the race in physical and spiritual good, 

But General Booth is not lacking in 
worldly wisdom. He understands men and 
the philosophy of human motive. He knows 
rich men as well as he does poor men. Goy- 
ernor Bushnell of Ohio, welcoming him at 
the State House, spoke of him the other day 
as one of the grandest Generals of the age, 
whose “ army ” had “ changed the prospect 
of the outcast world.” 

Of course the real influence of men like 
-General Booth, orofany movement like that 
which he has created and guided, is not to

‘THE USE OF “TIPS.” 
When Senators and Representatives go to 


‘Washington for the first time the $5,000 


a year salary they receiye seems large to 
most of them. Bnt it does not take them 
long to find out that expenses are heavy 
and that it is hard to make both ends meet 
if they put on any style. If, instead of liy- 
ing quietly at a boarding-house, they hire 
and furnish a dwelling and do a little enter- 
taining and keep a carriagg, $5,000 is not 
enough. 

But the temptation to put on a little style 
or to “live more comfortably ” is strong. 
The men who are besieged by this tempta- 
tion are the ones who yield most easily to 
the seductive “tip,” and thus become the 
tools of the magnates of the stock market. 

When the powers that be of Wall street 


desire to get control of a Congressman they | 


do not approach him with a rude, vulgar 
offer of money. They give him a “ tip.” 
They let him know that some stock is go- 
ing up or down and that he can make a 


little money by buying or selling and run | 


no risk of loss. 3 

When a Congressman has become famil- 
iarized with this easy way of, adding to his 
revenues the next step is to hint to him 
that the passage or defeat of a bill will have 
an effect on the market price of some par- 
ticular “insecurity.” Then he becomes en- 
listed for or against that bill. He yotes on 
that measure not as duty dictates:but as 
his stoek speculations dictate. Finally he 
ceases to represent his constituents and be- 
comes the pliant tool of the great stock 
speculators. Once enmeshed he seldom 
escapes. | 

The rulers of the stock market feel it 
is essential to the success of their busi- 
ness to have influence at Washington and 
be able to control legislation and affect the 
policy of the government. They have dis- 
covered. no more useful instrument’ than 
the “tip.” It is unseen and upheard, and it 


does its work to perfection. 


Tue ultra patriotic citizens of St. Louis 
are reported to have commenced a crusade 
against teaching the Spanish language in 
the public schools of that city.

DANGERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


BY AN EX-ATTAOHE. 

N view of the fact that the French gov- 
ernment has issued a warning to the 
foreign newspaper correspondents in 
Paris threatening them with expulsion 
from the country in the event of their 
4sing its action either in the Dreyfus- 
Zola controversy or in any. other respects, 
the methods of applying this particular form 
of intimidation in Europe merit a few words 
of explanation. All the more is this the 
case since a number of people appear to be 
under the impression that in case of war 


' with Spain the large number of young King 


Alphonso’s subjects who are establisned in 
this country and who haye retained their 
Spanish citizenship would be subject to 
similar arbitrary measures of expulsion. 

Indeed, s0 many years have elapsed since 
the United States has been.engaged in hos- 
tilities with a foreign power that consid- 
eraVie doubt prevails as to the exact status 
of Spanish citizens who might find them- 
gelyes In the United States, and of Ameri- 
eans happening to be In Spain or in Cuba on 
the outbreak of war. 

According to the strict old theory dating 
from medieval times, each and every sub- 
ject of the one belligerent is at war with each 
and every subject of the other. That is to 
gay, an enemy's subject within the coun- 
try should be treated as a prisoner of war, 
and his property should be liable to confisca- 


tion. 

But no civilized power nowadays dreams 
of putting these doctrines in practice, the 
only excepticn in the present century having 
been that of the first Napoleon, who, upon 
the rupture with England after the peace 
of Amiens, order the arrest of all Eng- 
‘Hshmen in France between the ages of 16 


~ gpd 60, that they might serve as hostages

for such Frenchmen as might be capiured 
on board French vessels after the declara- 
tion of warandinignorance ofit. 

The usage among Christian powers in 
modern times is to allow the subjects of the 
enemy to remain within the territory during 
good behavior, and in the enjoyment of their 
property, only subjecting them to expulsion 
within a stated period if they conduct them- 
selves in such a manner as to give of’ense 
to the authorities of the country whose hos- 
pitality they enjoy, or if their presence is 
held for one reason or another to constitute 
@ peril to the State. 


Minister Washburne in 1870. 
Numbers of Germans remained in France 
throughout the war of 1870 without molesta- 
tion by the French authorities, and it may 
be remembered that it was to United States 
Minister Washburne, the only foreign Envoy 
who had the pluck to remegin at his post in 
Paris during the siege, that were confided, 
with the sanction of the French authorities, 
the interests of the large German popula-

the beleaguered metropolis. Minister Wash- 
burne was generously seconded in his labors

In France alone during the brief space of 
@ single year some eleven thousand for- 
eigners of every Class and category have 
been expelled from French territory. Many 
of course were alien criminals who .had 
served their time. But it is notorious that 
a@ very large percentage were due to pri- : 
vate intrigue and to personal animosity. 
Thus, on one occasion the late M. Ver- 
guoin, Deputy for the Seine and President 
gf a Paris club notorious for its gambling 
Scandals, was extremely desirous of get- 
ting quietly rid of a woman the 
name-of Mme. Sombreuil, who was a Bel- 
gian by birth, 

Annoyed at her persistent requests that 
he would provide for the maintenance and 
future of her offspring, he appealed to his 
friends at the prefectuie of police, She was 
seized at her house at night by the p»lice, 
kept for several hours in prison, and then 
conducted under police escort as a criminal 
to the Belgian frontier. Wittout invoking 
any special.sympathy in behalf of the un- 
fortunate woman, who loved not wisely but 
too well, it should be borne in mind that she 
had been guilty of no crime, had been con- 
denned by no tribunal, and that her ex- 
pulsion and ill-treatment were entirely due 
to a wish on the part of some employé of 
the prefecture of police at Paris to oblige 
Deputy Verguoin. 


Not in France Alone. © 

Nor are French politicians the dnly peo- 
ple who apply to the Prefecture of Police 
for this purpose. It is the easiest thing in 
the world for any member of the foreign 
diplomatic Corps at Paris, or, for the mat- 
ter of that, In any other continental capital, 
to get an objectionable countryman or coun- 
trywoman shipped across the frontier by 
the police so as to.avoid any further annoy- 
ance on the subject. A mere note to the 
secretary of the Prefect of Police, coupled 
with an invitation to dinner, and the prom- 
ise, perhaps, Of a decoration, is all that is 
required to bring it about, the police being 
especially ready to oblige foreign diplomats 
in this matter, knowing that in these in- 
stances they are perfectly safe from any 
demands for redress on the part of the 
to which the undesirable alien 

question belongs. | 

But it would be a great mistake to im- 
agine that it ts only people devoid of social 
standing and importance who are subject to 
this continental form of despotism, At the 
time of the exile of the late Duke of Aumale, 
during the Presidency of Jules Grévy, the 
Rev. Mr. Drought, an English clergyman 


the vicar of the little English church erected 
on the ducal property of Chantilly for the 
special benefit of the large number of Eng- 
ligh grooms, gamekeepers, and other folluw- 
ers employed upon the estate, joined these 
English dependents of the Duke in the 
drawing up and forwarding of an address 
to the Prince expressing their deeb sorrow 
at his departure and the hope that he would 
soon return to live among them. Not the 
slightest a ion was made to the govern- 
ment in the“iddress, and the document was 
altogether of the most harmless nature. 

A few days later, without the slightest 
warning of the fate which awaited him, Mr. 
Drought was informed by the police com- 
missary at Chantilly that he must break up 
his home at once and leave French territory 
witnin twelve hours. Moreover, a con- 
stable was appointed to remain by his ride 
and to escort him to Calais, just as if he 
had been a common malefactor, although no 
tribunal had condemned or even tried him 
for any offense. The English Embassy at 
Paris, on being appealed to, declared itself 
powerless to interfere in the matter, or 
rather pointed out that their protests would 
be of no avail, since the French are per- 
fectly well aware that no country would 
dream of going to war to avenge the expul- 
sion of one of its citizens whose presence 
was considered undesirable by the Gallic au- 
thorities. 


Danger to Correspondents. 


that the foreign correspondents of foreign 
newspapers are exposed, not only in Paris 
but in every other continental capital of 
Europe. While Crispi was Prime Minister 
of Italy he expelled within twenty-four 
hours, and in a particularly brutal fashion, 
the correspondent of the Paris Figaro, who 
had been resident in Italy for nearly twenty 
years. The correspondent in question had 
been guilty of no offense against the Ital- 
lan government or nation, but had merely 
ventured in one of his letters to the Figaro 
t6 comment on the taste of Mme. Crispi in 
hissing at a Roman theater a play which 
was being applauded by Queen Marguerite. 

The Paris correspondent of the Basle 

News, one of the leading Swiss papers, was 
expelled the other day by the French gov- 
ernment for having dared in his déscription 
ef the Zola trial to speak favorably of the 
impression created by the evidence of Col- 
onel Picquart, and to my knowledge the 
great M. de Blowitz, the Parisian Ambas- 
sador of the London Times, was on the point 
of being expelled from France during the 
administration of Gambetta, who held him 
fn particular aversion, Fortunately for M. 
de Blowitz and for the London Times, Gam- 
betta’s Cabinet came to grief before the

Of Russia it is hardly necessary to speak, 
since the foreigner who takes up his resi- 
dence there is made to feel, not daily but 
even hourly, that the length of his sojourn 
is dependent entirely upon the caprice of the 
police authorities and his avoidance of giv- 
ing offense to any one possessed of offictal 
influence. 

From this it will be seen that the task ofa 
newspaper correspondent is encompassed by 
pitfalls, and if occasionally his letters and 
dispatches appear too optimistic and not al-- 
together in such strict accordance with the 
truth, as is customary in the American 
press, it must be borne in mind that every- 
thing he sends is written with the order of 
expulsion hanging over his head ready to 
drop at a moment's notice. 


HAD TWO HISTORIC TENANTS, 


Last of the Cottage Where Dick Turpin 
and John Gilpin Lived—It Was 
Recently Demolished. 


Until a few days ago there stood at the 
corner of the roadway which passes Thcrn- 
ton Heath railway station an ancient relic 
of past days. All signs of heath have long 
since passed from this region of cheap and 
bighly disagreeable laborers’ dwellings, but 
the ancient ivy-clad cottage which at one 
time must have overlooked it has man- 
aged to rear its-humble head until its re- 
cent fate at the hands of the housebreaker 
overtook it. On the front of the cottage 
was a tablet recording the date 1590, thus 


giving the building a history of over 300 
years. The accuracy of this date is borne 
out by circumstantial evidence in the shipe 
of the hoary trees, hollow with age, which 
still surround the plot of ground. ‘The 
connection of the place with ** Grimes the 
Coliier,”” and the designation of it as Col- 
lier’s Water Farm, are further confirma- 
tion. However, the more general appelia- 
tion of the place has been that of Dick 
Turpin’s cottage, and when one considers 
the position of the heath and the pearness 
of the rich town of Croydon, the tradition 
of the highwayman’s residence becomes 
easily credible, A more pacific but equally 
interesting resident at one time is Said to 
have been no other than John Gilpin, the 
famous original of the well-known beaiiad. 
He was buried at Croydon in 1621, leaving

Neither have I any confidence in the trans- 
mutation scheme of Metallurgist E. C. Brice 
of this city. Most of these modern goldmak- 
ers are playing a regular gold-brick game 
upon the public. Their principal hope of 
profit lies in stock speculation. Their actual 
product may be glittering and seductive, 
but it is base to the core. My system of ob- 
taining gold is certain, simple, and prac- 
tical. My experiments by means of appli- 
ances, infringements of which are now be- 
ing used in a crude state, but successfully, by 
others, have proven the plan to bea success.

Facts and Figures. 


“Inasmuch as my plans are to be pre- 
maturely exploited, I may as well give you 
the facts and figures which are the basis of 
my operations. In the first place, every 
cubic mile of sea water holds 26% tons of 
gold in solution, the present market value 
of which, at $20.67, would be $17,511,200. 
‘To prove that this amount of gold exists in 
eea water I have the product to show as 
produced on a moderate scale by use of my 
process. It is estimated that the ocean has 
an average depth of 2,500 fathoms, and con- 
tains 400,000,000 cubic miles of water, thus 
holding in solution 10,250,000,000 tons of 
gold. To appreciate the significance of this 
fact we have only to consider that the 
world’s total output of gold during the last 
400 years has been only about 5,300 tons, and 
‘how amounts to less than 200 tons per an- 
num, of a value of about $131,;3834,000. If 
the gold were all reclaimed from the ocean 
the “visible supply ’’ would bé sufficient to 
last 51,000,000 years at the present rate of 
production. By my process of combined 
chemical and electrical action, in which 
sulphide reagents as well as sulphuretted 
hydrogen at high temperature are employed, 
I secure a reaction of aqueous solution and 
precipitation and convert the gold iodides 
into salts, crystals, and. solid. particles.

“The best of these pumps made costg 
about $150,000, and it would take such a 
pump 100 years, working night and day, to 
raise one cubic mile of water. Eight of such 
pumps, costing $1,200,000, would raise a cubic 
mile of sea water in twelve and one-half 
years, which would produce under my elec- 
trolytic process the twenty-six and one-half 
tons of gold, valued at $17,511,200, and the 
cost of operating the pumps would be about 
$150,000 a year, or $1,875,000 for the twelve 
and one-half years. A plant of 100 sets of 
eight of such pumps, costing $120,000,000, 
would raise enough water in twelve and one- 
half years td produce 2,650 tons of gold of the 
value of $1,751,120,000. The cost of the plant 
and the expenses of operating would be 
$307,500,000, leaving a net profit of $1,443,- 
€20,000 for the twelve and one-half years, 
which is at the rate of 213 tons’ product, or 
$141,436,600 per year. This amount of gold 
would exceed in value by cver $10,000,000 
the entire present annual output of-nearly 
990 tons and would not only more than 
double the world’s annual supply of new gold 
but would give the government adopting my 
process far more than a monopoly of the 
precious metal. To provide the facilities and 
conduct the operations necessary for the 
production of this great amount of gold 
would require immense capital, arfd it is 
doubtful if individual capitalists are yet far 
enough advanced in the contemplation of 
vast enterprises to undertake the work.

the investment. I should reserve the right 


to conduct as great a plant as I saw fit at any 


cipaliy for ‘mechanical purposes, such~as~ 


spot on our coasts I might choose and I 
should probably select the St. Lawrence or 
the Columbia River, or possibly Cook Inlet, 
in Alaska, where the tides run high. In 
fact, I may as well state that I intend to 
make the tides do the work of operating the 
pumps, both by high and low tide turbine 
pressure, thereby lifting the water to an 
elevation sufficient to cause it to flow into the 
reservoirs.

I have complete copies of my formula and 
duplicate sets of plans for my concentrating 
and extracting chambers: of the machines, 
and of the electrical collectors which gather 
and hold the gold and separate it from the 
diluvium, which sinks to the bottom of the 
trenches, or reservoirs, The collectors are 
metallic sheets, which are suspended fn the 
water in trenches after its scientific treat- 
ment.

Description of the Process. 

“ The metal plates are raised, and lowered, 
and removed to receiving sheds automatic- 
ally, and a new series of collectors take the 
place of those from which the assembled 
product of gold is being removed, after 
which the collectors may be used over again.

FEATHERS OR FLOWERS.WHICH? 


Audubon Society Much Interested in 


the Question of the Trimming of 
Easter Bonnets. 


It will be but a few days when women will 
be confronted with the question of the trim- 
ming of their Easter bonnets. The ques- 
tion’s burden is: “ Flowers or feathers?” 
The [Illinois Audubon society pleads:’ 
** Please say feathers.” 

The directors of the Audubon society will 
meet on Monday night of this week to ar- 
range for a larger public meeting in the near 
future. The society hopes to reach every 
woman before she has picked out her Easter 
hat and to influence her to select the cne 

ng flowers or ribbons and not mur- 
dered music in the shape of song birds, nor 
slaughtered beauty in the form of birds of 
plumage. 

In recognition of the work of the society 
of last year one great Chicago firm said it 
would sell no more song birds, but it would 
not agree to bar aigrettes nor the bodies of 
birds of prey, from tts counters. This spring 
the same firm has gone one step in advance 
of its autumn position. It has agreed to 
‘offer for sale no bonnets trimmed with the 
plumes of the egret, but says that if called 
for this plumage must be supplied by them. 

Nearly every large house dealing wholly 
or in part in millinery goods was visited by 
a member of the Audubon society. One 
man who sells nothing buts ery declared 
that the bird .protectivée’ ciation was

for hat trimming, be it flesh, fish, or fowl, | 


that a woman would wear. He said fur- 
ther that no woman could tell one feather 
from another, and that there were. many

In the millinery departments of the great 
stores vast quantities of feathers for hat 
trimming purposes were shown. They were 
all from domestic fow#S, and the salesman 
in charge declared that nine-tenths of the. 
spring hat decorations where plumage was 
used at all would prove to be of the kind in 
question. Some of these feathers were 
painted in places to give them color effect— 
actually painted, not dyed. Touching the 
question whether the beautiful terns and 
gulls, with their soft gray and white color- 
ing, were to be popular, it was said that 
they would not be used as much as formerly. 
One salesman said that he would try, where 
a white bird was requested, to get the pur- 
chaser to accept a domestic pigeon, which 
was just as beautiful as the sea and lake 
birds named. The milliners declare that 
the snowy egret, the bird which supplies the 
so-called aigrette, is doomed to extermina- 
tion within a short time... They say, also 
that if they were to céase buying them their 
business would be ruined, because women 
insist upon having the plumes and will go 
where they can get them. 

The people interested in birds are as de-. 
sirous, perhaps, to save the birde of prey 


from destruction as they are to shield the © 


song birds. There are only a few. of the 
hawks and owls which are injurious, most 
of them, in fact, being beneficial. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of these birds were Killed 
for fashion’s sake last fall. This coming 
fall the farmer will note the absence of the 
birds by the Increased number of rat, 
mouse, and rabbit pests with which he will 
have to deal. 

It is a matter of congratulat to the 
members of the Audubon society know 
that their efforts have not been wholly 
fruitiess, for the majority of dealers in 
women’s headgear are willing to confess 
that they have felt the effect of the bird 
protective crusade, The Audubon society, 
whose sole object is the protection of the 
birds, is desirous of increasing ite member- 
ghip in all parts of the State. A member- 
ship costs but 25 cents, while the payment 
of $1 entitles the member to all the litera- 
ture bearing on the subject in hand which 
the society from time to time issues.

CUBA ADDRESSES AMERICA 


THROUGH GEN. CASTILLO. 


An Official Statement of Wrongs Endured by the Unhappy’ 


People Now Struggling. so Gallantly for Indee 


AMAZING BRUTALITY AND CYNICISM OF THE SPANISH, 


ENERAL JOAQUIN CASTILLO Y 
DUANY of the Cuban insurgents. 
has written the following ad- 
dress to the people of the Unitcd 
States through “The Chicago 

Tribune.” It reached the office of this 
newspaper last Thursday, having been 
forwarded from the interior of Cuba 
by “The Tribune’s” special corre- 
spondent with the insurgents, Willis 
Gordon Oakley, along the so-called 
“underground” route. It traveled 
more than 200 miles over the open sea 
im a little schooner, and has evidently 
been immersed in sea water, for the 
manuscript is stained, blurred, and al- 
most undecipherable. 


BY GENERAL CASTILLO Y DUANY. 

It is impossible, within the space at my 
command, to present even a condensed state- 
ment of the grievances of the people of Cuba 
against Spain. Four hundred years of des- 
potism and tyranny cannot be compressed 
into a short article, and I must confine my- 
self to a few salient points in order to give 
you an idea, and only an idea, of how our 
people have been treated by that govern- 
ment, which has the effrontery to call itself 
paternal. 

We all are familiar with the history of 
Spanish rule in Italy, in the Low Countries, 
and in what now are the republics of Span- 
ish America. Recall to memory the acts of 
oppression and tyranny committed by Spain 
im those countries during her domination, 
and the scenes of bloodshed and carnage 
with which it came to an end, and you will 
have the background of the picture of Span- 
ish rule in Cuba. 

During three centuries Cuba was con- 
demned by her oppressor to isolation and 
neglect. In consequence, 200 years after the 
conquest her population did not exceed 50,000 - 
souls, and 100 years later it had scarcely 
reached 200,000. Her inhabitants were 
forced to live in poverty and in ignorance. 


‘In poverty, to such an extent that famines 


were of frequent occurrence. Famines ina 
country blessed with one of the most fertile 
soils known and over which a perpetual sum- 
mer smiles! Cut off from all communication 
with the rest of the world, the Cubans only 
knew of its existence by the repeated attacks 
of the pirates who infested the coast of the 
island and despoiled them of their scanty 
means of subsistence, and not infrequently 
destroyed their villages by fire. Even inte- 
rior towns, such as Puerto Principe, were not 
free from those attacks. The mother coun- 
try could isolate and neglect the colony, but 
was not able to defend it against its enemies 
or provide the inhabitants with means to 
defend themselves. 

During her rule of 400 years Spain has not 
taken a single step tending to the deveiop- 
ment of the country or to the well being of 
the people. Worse yet, her centralized, com- 
plicated, and inefficient administration, dom- 
inated by a blind spirit of routine, has al- 
ways looked upon every reform as a danger- 
ous experiment, and, unwilling and incompe- 
tent to act, has been a perpetual obstruction 
to all individual action, even In private mat- 
ters. But'so:soon as private effort and per- 
severance had succeeded in bringing into 
hfe a new industry or in developing ‘hose 
which had beén and decaying, 
the omnipresent hand of the government 
has demanded a new tax or an increase of 
the existing one, Of all the products of the 
Cuban soil tobaceo was the first to acquire 
some importance at the beginning of the last 
century. The government at once 80 taxed 
and monopolized its cultivation, sale, 
manufacture that the planters in despair 
rose in arms several, times and more than 
once destroyed their fields rather than aub- 
mit to exactions which not only deprived 
them of their profits but even of part of 


their labor. 
When England Held Havana. | 


In 1762 the City of Havana was captured 
by the English and held for about eleven 
months. While occupied by them the port 
was opened to foreign trade, and for the 
first time the inhabitants of that section 
of the island had the opportunity of ex- 
periencing and appreciating its advantages. 
When the city was surrendered to Spain 
the same old system was continued, but 
the eyes of the Cubans had been opened and 
they became impatient of the isolation to 
which they were condemned by the stupidity 
of their rulers, and some of the most prom!- 
nent among them began to make earnest 
efforts to remedy the evil, but without any 


success until the beginning of the present | 


century. At the same time a desire for 
education began to be felt by the well-to-do 
classes of the Cuban people, and there be- 
ing no institutions in the country which 
could satisfy it, a considerable number of 
youths were sent by their parents to the 
United States. But the government, con- 
sidering such a proceeding not only im- 
proper, but exceedingly dangerous, by royal 
decree issued at Madrid in 1799 ordered 
that all Cuban parents should be dissuaded 
from continuing a practice from which only 
evil consequences could be expected. In 
1828 the royal decree was reissued in a 
severer form, ordering that parents disobey- 
ing it should be punished, that all youths 
then in the United States should at once 
be brought back to Cuba, and that they, as 
well as those who had previously received 
their education in that country, should be 
placed under police surveillance and a care- 
ful record kept of their opinions and con- 
duct. 

I have said that during the first three 
centuries Cuba was condemned by her 
metropolis to isolation and neglect. Dur- 
ing the next one the conduct of the mother 
country toward the colony may be epito- 
mized in these four words: violent subjec- 
tion and plunder. It is a century of con- 
spiracies, uprisings, and revolutions pro- 
voked by the galling yoke of the oppressor. 
There was one in 1823, another in 1826, an- 
other in..1828, another in 1830, another in 
1848, another in 1850, another in 1851, an- 
other in 1855, then the ten years’ war of 
1868-’78, an uprising in 1870, another in 
1885, and the present war. 

As it ts acknowledged even by the Span- 
fards themselves that the Cubans, far from 
being a warlike people, are of a very mild 
and peaceable disposition, the mere fact 


‘that during three-quarters of a century 


they have lived in almost open rebellion is 
a clear indication of the manner in which 
they have been treated by the Spanish gov- 
ernment. 

Let me give you a few facts. 

By royal decree issued at Madrid in 1825 
the Captain General of Cuba was given 
“all the powers which by the royal or- 
dinances are granted to the Governors of 

cities.” This authority was suffi- 

to put at the mercy of the Captain 
General the y and lives of the Cu- 
bans; but it was yet supplemented with 
that of “ suspending the execution of any 
order whatsoever, or any general provision 
made.concerning any branch of the admin- 
istration,” if he thought proper to do so. 
In other words, the free and unbounded 
will of the Captain General was declared 
to be the law of the land. That royal de- 
eree has not yet been revoked and is now in 


force. 
Government by Despot. 
‘You can easily suppose the 


under severe military dis- 


persuaded that his duty was to } 


abusing those extraordinary and monstrous 
powers, the Captains General hate ruled 
thé country with aniron rod. On the merest 
suspicion, or prompted by prejudice or dis- 
like, they have, without any form of trial, 
imprisoned persons, banished them from 
the island, deported them to the penal col- 
onies of Africa, or ordered them shot, and, 
moreover, confiscated their estates and left 
their families In poverty and destitution. 
During the last seventy-five years there is 
not one single Cuban family some one of 
whose members has not suffered persecution 
or death. 

In 1865 the tremors of an approaching «+ 
revolution were so distinctly felt all through 
the island that the home government con- 
sented to and directed the appointment of 
commissioners, who should proceed to Spain 
to report about the general condition of the 
country and to recommend such reforms as 


/in their judgment would satisfy the aspira- 


tions of the enli led classes of the peo- 
ple. Sixteen of the most~eminent Cubans 
were elected, and, together om- 


missioners appointed by the government? 


they met at Madrid the following year. A 
series of questions was submitted to them, 


and they were most carefully considered — 


and answered. As soon as the report and 
recommendations were handed in the com- 
missioners were dismissed. Did the govern- 
ment take any action upon them? No. They 
were simply consigned to the archives and 
to oblivion. The whole proceeding was a 
farce prearranged by the government «ft 
Spain and its representatives and allies in 
Cuba. But the Cubans had dared to ask 
for reforms. and must be punished for it, 
The following year the taxes were increased, 
and to such an extent that in some parts of 


the island the landowners, unable to pay ~ 


them, presented themselves in a bod 
the authorities for the purpose of carivadin: 
ing their property. I was myself an eye- 
witness in the City of Baracoa to one of 
distressing scenes. | 

§ new outrage hastened the revolutio 
of 1868. The Cubans were not prepared re! 
it; they’ had no arms, no ammunition, no 
equipments—in fact, no war material of any 
kind. They had no other weapons than 
fowling pieces and machetes. But the coun- 
try people were restless, they could not be. 
restrained, and the uprising took place, 
The war lasted ten years; it cost the coun- 
try 45,000 lives and over $1 000,000,000. Some 
districts were left entirely depopulated and. 
in’ ruins. Spain lost over 190,000 men. In 
money the war cost her nothing: all the 
expenses were paid by Cuba. Some of her 
military commanders and civil officials made 
by it fortunes running up into the milifons. 
During the ten years about 13,000 estates 
belonging to Cubans were confiscated. 
among.them some 1,000 belonging to women.

Appalling Work of Assassination. 


The work of assassination was carried 
by the Spanish government in an apoaiiion 
manner, Between Dec. 8, 1868, and Noy. 10 
1873, no fewer than 2,927 political prisoners 
were executed; and between March 1, 1869 
and Novy. 7, 1873, 4,672 persons were reported . 
captured by the Spaniards and nothing has 
ever been heard of their fate. These figures 
have been compiled from Spanish official 
documents, and.may be veriged by referring

oe she resorted to treachery, and seleczed 
neral Martinez Campos as her instrument.

One fine day, as if 
dropped from the skies, Minister Maura ap- 
peared with a scheme of government for 
Cuba. The Cortes at once declared it to be 
too liberal and rejected it. The act of Min- 
ister Maura was prompted only by a spirit 
of revenge against some of his colleagues, 
It is a long story, which I cannot stop ta 
narrate. Then Minister Abarzuza presented 
to the Cortes another plan. This was ap- 
proved, but what is it? A Council of Ad- 
ministration composed of thirty members, 
of which fifteen were to be elected by the 
people and fifteen appointed by the govern- 
ment. The Captain General was to be the 
President of the Council, with the casting 
vote, the veto power, and the power, most 
extraordinary indeed, of suspending any 
number of the members, not exceeding ten, 
for any length of time and without thereby 
invalidating the proceedings of the Council.

_ Contemptible Fraud. 


Such would have been for the Cubans 
result of the Abarmuza law.

Tt is a well known fact that the members 
ef the higher classes of society in a country 
mever form the rank and file of an army.

Our armies are composed 
of all the elements of the Cuban people, be-. 
eaust thé whole population, with the ex~- 
ception of the 160,000 Spaniards residing 
there, are against the government. 

Even of Spaniards there are several hun- 
Gred in our ranks, and not a few thousands 
who, though apparently siding with the 
government, are in full sympathy with our 
cause. The population of the island 
‘amounts to over 1,600,000 souls, of whom 
gome 600,000 colored and over 900,000 white 
are Cubans, and 160,000 are Spaniards. If 
to the men in the army are added those who 
are serving in the civil administration it 
will be found that all classes of Cuban so- 
éiety,. from the highest to the lowest, are 
fully represehted in the revolution. 
~The Spaniards have asserted again and 
again that, whatever may have been the po- 
litical condition of the Cuban people pre- 
vious to 1878, since then they have not only 
‘been allowed to send representatives to the 

nish Cortes, but they have enjoyed many 
, rties, almost as many, they have had 
the audacity to say, as are enjoyed by the 
‘people of the United States. 

As to representation, please note that un- 

er the peculiar electoral law in force in, 

uba the resident Spaniards have almost 
the absolute monopoly of the electoral fran- 
chise, as is shown by the simple fact that, 
although in every 100 of the population there 
are only 10 Spaniards, as against 90 Cu- 
bans, for every representative elected by 
the Cubans the Spaniards elect at least 
deven and sometimes even ten. Nor must 
I omit to mention that whenever the Cuban 
representatives spoke in the Cortes they 
were heard with the utmost disdain by the 
few that were present, the majority of the 
Deputies making it.a point to absent them- 
gelves; but when the time came to vote on 
any motion made by the Cubans every one 
. was present, so that upon the counting of 
e votes the Cubans might see the crush- 
ing majority by which they were defeated. 

’ As to the liberties, I will merely mention 
& few of those that the people of Cuba do 
hot enjoy. 

~ No Cuban, whether man, woman, or child, 
can venture out of his house unless pro- 
vided. with a which 
costs from 25 cents t If_he-does he — 
fs arrested. Even the beggars are not ex- 
empted. 

. The Cubans do not enjoy personal security. 
In the midst of the most profound peace 
and without any process of law they may 

arrested, cast into prison, or deported. 

“In December, 1880, Genera! Polavieja had 
persons seized in Santiago, Palma, San 
Luis, Songo, Guantanamo, and Sagua de 
Tanamo and deported them, without any 
rial, to the penal colony of Fernando Po, in 
coast of Africa, there to perish by fever. 


_ No Freedom of Speech. 
The Cubans do not enjoy freedom of 
thought and expression. The newspaper 
writers Cepeda and Lopez Brinas were 
banished from the country because they 
ventured to criticise the government, while 
Sefior Manuel A. Balmaceda was tried by 
court-martial in November, 1891, for hav- 
published an editorial paragraph in re- 
tion to the shooting of the medical stu- 
dents in 1871. The newspaper Pais 
been suspended severa! times and the editors 
subjected to criminal proceedings for having 
tnildly pointed out glaring abuses—on one 
@ccasion simply because it called attention 
to the fact that the son of the President of 
the Supreme Court was holding an office 
contrary to law. 
i The Cubans do not enjoy the right of 
holding public meetings. They may ask the 
authorities’ permission to do so, and it may 
be granted or denied. If granted, and this 
is very seldom the case, an official is deputed 
to be present with power to order the dis--4 
eontinuance of the meeting Whenever he may 
think proper. Even associations are for- 
bidden to hold, genera] meetings. Such has 
been the case with the Association of Plant- 
ers and with the Association of Artisans. 


Further yet, if a Cuban wishes to hold a f 


reception at his house he must first obtain 
a license and pay for it, otherwise there will 
be trouble for him. 

The Cubans have no right to elect those 

that govern them. From the Captain Gen- 
eral downward all the officials are appointed 
in Spain. ‘ 
- The Cubans have neither vote nor voice 
in the imiposition of the taxes or in the ex- 
penditure of the revenues. All that is done 
in Spain. They are taxed every year to the 
extent of $25,000,000 or $30,000,000, of which 
only some $700,000 is, applied to internal 
improvements in the island; then they are 
80 applied, as a rule no more than one-half 
or one-third of the sum is disbursed for 
that purpose. The remainder of the revenue 
is applied as follows: Eleven million dollars 
to pay interest on the debt of Spain; $7,000,- 
000 to pay for the army and navy of Spain, 
‘and $8,000,000 for salaries to Spanish em- 
ployés in the island and out of the island. 

Does all that look like American liberties? 
How long would you have put up with such 


outrages? Not one hour, not one minute. 
Yet we have suffered them for a century:

free ourselves from such terrible oppres- 
sion, although, as I have stated, the at- 
tempt has been made on several occasions.

New York Not the Only City 
with Tall Policemen. 


CHICAGO HAS ITS SHARE. 


More Here Proportionately to the 
Size of the Force. 


NINETY THERE, 300 HERE. 


INCE the reorganization of the 

“Broadway Squad” has brought 

into prominence that famed body of 

police, Chicago has awakened to the 

fact she, too, has bluecoated giants. 
Of these some are taller than the tallest 
of her Eastern rivals, while 4 comparative 
analysis of numbers and heights shows 
Chicago’s contingent of tall men nearly 
doubles that of New York. Civie pride is 
asserting itself and in the World’s Fair 
City ere long, if present indications count 
for anything, a “ State Street Squad” will 
be directing the surging thousands of the 
down-town district every man of which 
will be the peer of any that patrols the his- 
toric thoroughfare of Manhattan Island. 

The reorganization of the ‘ Broadway 
Squad” has restored one of the most in- 
teresting spectacles of New York life, 
From the Battery to Forty-fifth street a 
stream of humanity, four miles long, is 
stemmed and diverged into safe channels 
by the ninety policemen, who stand like 
rock-ribbed beacons against which dash 
and break the waves of a restless, mighty 
ocean. 

As individugl policemen, each has his 
counterpart many times repeated a 
the biuecdats of Chicago; as a squad it is 
imposihg, spectacular, unique. For years 
these men of Broadway have given to New 
York the prestige of possessing the tall- 
est, finest body of policemen in the world. 
The shortest man in the band stands 6 
feet 2 inches in his stockings. And to this 
natural endowment is added the additional 
inches in thick soles and lofty helmets. 

Two roundsmen, claimed by New York 
to be the tallest policemen in the world, are 
in charge of the two sections of the squad. 
Their names are Archibald Taggart and 
Henry Graham. These two men, by rea- 
son of their towering. height, are probably 
the best-known men in New York today. 

Graham was for a long time the patrolman 
in charge of the Twenty-third street cross- 
ing, where the vortex of human travel and 
vehicles is wildest. To hhmn instinctively 
come the timid and the aged to be piloted 
safely to the other side. Taggart was also 
for. many years a fixture on Broadway. 
At Vesey street his stand was kept and his 
imposing appearance made that crossing, 
despite the terrors of the clanging cable 
trains, a popular route for the traveler 
through the down-town district. 

Graham is the tallest man in the metro- | 
politan force, stahding 6 feet 6% inches. | 
He is 38 years old, and when he first joined 
the force in 1885 was known as the “ light- | 
ning-rod copper” because of his height . 
and extreme thinness. He now weighs 246 
pounds and is one of the athletes of the 
department. His chest measure is 42% 
inches, while his waist measure is 37%, 

Except in the matter of height Taggart 
is in every way a larger man than Graham. | 
Of athiéetic frame, finely poised, and trim 
in build, his normal weight, stripped, is 
260 to 275 pounds. His chest measures 47 
inches and his waist 44. He wears a 10% | 
glove. Such are the two mgn of whom New | 
York boasts and upon whose physical pro- 
portions she bases her claim of having the ‘ 
tallest policemen in the world. | 


Giants Not Necessarily Slow. 


The claim that the police force makes a 
mistake in trying to secure giants for its 
service and that smaller men are livelier 
and better calculated in every way for the 
business of thief-taking and guarding the 
public weal does not seem to be borne out 
by the records of these two men, Graham 
is one of the ail-round athletes of the de- 
partment and can sprint 100 yards in 11 
seconds. He can clear a four-foot wall at 
a hop. Taggart, being a heavier man, is 
| Rot so quick footed, but has a strength and 
agility of arm that makes his brawny shoul- 
ders and ponderous fists a standing menace 
to the evilly disposed within his bailiwick. 

During a long term of service neither man 

ever had a particularly serious accident at 
the street corner where he stood guard, 
although among the bustest in the city. The 
promotions of both were earned and mot 
secured as the result of their size. 
_ Although the personne! of the “‘ Broadway 
Squad’ is carefully selected from the tall- 
est men obtainable, the fact that there are 
400 men in the department six feet tall or 
over would indicate there is no immediate 
dangerof its standard deteriorating. 

At Chief Kipley’s office in the City Hall 
information was sought as to the compara- 
tive merits of New York and Chicago as 
regards the size of the men. Here it was’ 
ascertained from the private secretary of 
the Chief that Chicago, with its average 
enroliment of 2,500 patrolmen, as against 
5,000 in New York, has about twice as many 
giant policemen as the latter. 

* We have no specific detail of men picked 
for their height to guard a particular 
street,” said the secretary, “ but in the day 
squad of the First Precinct, out of 360 men 
disposed at the intersections of the prin- 
cipal down-town streets 300 are 6 feet 2 
inches or over. ) 

“In addition to this we have big men 
scattered over the city in all the outlying 
precincts. Some of these exceed the figures 
claimed for New York's finest. I cannot 
give you the exact figures, but I should 
estimate 600 as the number of men enrolled 
within the department who are at least 
6 feet 2 inches tall.’’ 

Captain Campbell, the secretary of the 
department, corroborated the statements by 
the Chief's private secretary. 

“I know,” he said, “‘we have two men, 
perhaps more, who are taller than Graham 
and Taggart of New York. We aim to keep 
our big men at the down-town crossings, 
but there is no order concerning it.” 

Captain Patrick J, Gibbons of the First 
Precinct, stationed at Battery D, himself 
6 feet 8 inches tall and of corresponding 
girth of chest and shoulders, laughed at the 
oft repeated claim of physical superiority 
for Broadway’s squad.

John Murphy, at State-and—Monroe; Ed- 
ward Leach, at La Salle and Madison; and 
James J, Fitzgerald, at State and Jackson, 
are each 6 feet 4 Inches tall. All of the men 
I have mentioned are patrolmen. who have 
earned their positions and hold them by 
force of service rendered and ability to 
render more. We have no dudes—they are 
all men, and good ones af that.”

Formerly 
Henry. patrolled a,beat on North Clark 
street, between the river and Division street, 
and was known and feared by the evildoers 
throughout. his district. 

There.are other big, good-natured giants 
at the various down-town crossings of whom | 
stirring tales of deeds of daring might be 
told. They’ are men who forced their way | 
to the dignity of their present positions by | 
dint of hard knocks and encounters with | 
thug and ruffian in the crime-infested dis- | 
tricts of the city. 

As has been well said, these men are no 
dudes, but men of iron and blood, than 
whom no braver exists on earth today. In 
a.sense the entire day squad of the First 
Precinct is a picked body of men. For this 
feason it has been selected for comparison 
with the picked men of the Eastern metrop- 
olis. In number the former excel, in par- 
ticular instances they excel in height. The

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URING the last three weeks, accord- 
ing to the original arrangements for 
the season, Miss Maude Adams ought 
to have been playing in * The Little 
Minister’’ at Hooley’s.

Without going into any comparison be- 
tween these two new stars, which would be 
valteless and unnecessary, it is fair at least 
to say that since Miss Adams is at present 
denied us, we are most fortunate in having 
this opportynity of becoming better ac- 
quainted with the talents of Miss Julia Ar- 
thur. This young actress will doubtless 
have plays in the future which will give 
her ampler scope for real dramatic work, 
but in the meantime she has a character.to 
impersonate which is bound to impress itself 
upon her audiences because it is so brilliant- 
ly, not to say luridly, colored. Whatever 
else may be said about Clorinda Wildairs

. When Miss Arthur appears here again in 
a@ new play it will be possible, perhaps, to 
judge her more fairly in this respect... As it 
is, taking the difficulties of the situation into ~ 
due consideration, no one can deny the fine 
qualities of her work as an actress of real 


power and intelligence. 


As regards the play itself, since Mrs. Bur- 
nett has taken herself so seriously upon the 
occasion, a few lines will not be wasted in 
dealing with the ethical side of her play. 
When Mr. Pinero wrote “ The Second Mrs. 
Tanqueray ’’ he endeavored to demonstrate 
somewhat cynically that the woman who 
has once sinned against the moral code of 
pociety loses caste forever and can never be 
rehabilitated. Mrs. Burnett takes issue with 
society upon this topic, and holds up for 
future use as an example a girl who sins and 
kills a man, unintentionally, of course, to 
hide her sin, and yet is able to marry a 


There are two obvious weaknesses in Mrs. 
Burnett's story. First of all, while it is true 
that in matters of morality the world recog- 
nizes ‘one law for women and another for 
men, the only sin which is recognized at all 
is the sin of being found out. 

In Clorinda’s case we have the word of Sir 
John Oxon that he has made her his play- 
thing, but he is a rake whom no one need 
believe, and his proof is perfectly childish. 
In other words, Clorinda has not sinned at 
all and consequently she-has nothing what- 
ever to live down; even her own conscience 
cannot upbraid her, for, brought up with 

a horde of drunken and dissolute men for 
her companions, she could hardly look upon 
a youthful indiscretion either upon her cwn 
part or on the part of any oneelse withany 
real misgiving.or horror. 

But granted even for the purposes of the 
story that Sir John’s aceusation was likely 
to be believed by the Duke of Osmonde, 
what admiration can we have for Clo- 
yinda, who would try at all hazards 
to ‘conceal her fault? Mrs. Burnett 
has tried to show in Clorinda a girl of 

t natural strength of character, grow- 
ing up like a beautiful flower in the middle of 
rank surroundings, free from all the taint 
of the foulness about her. A girl like this as 
she develops into a woman will naturally 
grow stronger and not weaker; she will not, 
at all events, become in latcr years a cow- 
ard to the conventional kind of conscience 
which never troubled her in her youth. 
When she is confronted with the danger of 
John Oxon’s interference, she will tell him to 


quences; and if she strikes him dead by mis- 
take she will not hide his body under a sofa, 
out will leave the world to judge between her 
and her oppressor, conscious of her own 
strength. y 

“Instead of acting in this way, Clorinda 
behaves like the most craven and unre- 
aeemed of her sex. She allows herself to be 
Yrightened by the bugbear of a fault long 
past, and she delibetately turns an accident 
into a murder, by trying to conceal the body 
of the man she has struck down. There is 
nothing admirable whatever in her actions 
at the great crisis of the play, and, what is 
worse, they directly belie the character 
which Mrs. Burnett has plainly endeavored 
to depict. 

And so the author proves nothing. She 
does not prove that a woman can sin and 
yet forgive herself; because by her dread of 
discovery Clorinda shows that she has not 
in any way foregone the consequences of 
her fault. She does not prove thata woman 
ean sin and be forgiven by the world, be- 
cause in this case the world knows nothing 
about it. «She does show that Clorinda can 
be forgiven and loved by the Duke of Os 
monde, but that is only a question of, an 
individual, and hcw much better would it 
have been for Clorinda to have acknowl- 
edged her guilt long before. That would 
have been the real tegt. If Osmonde had ac- 
‘cepted her with the suspicion of murder upon 
her and her reputation blasted before the 
world, then he would have displayed 
etrength of character. But to marry the 
young arid beautiful widow of a rich Earl, 
knowing that the secret of her past is abso- 
lutely safe from discovery, does not neces- 
sarily denote great courage or devotion; nor 
does it prove that a women can sin and be 
forgiven uniess.she can offer a large price 

or her forgiveness. 

: Mrs. Burnett intended to write a book’and 
& play in the modern spirit of rebellion 
against the conventional rules of morality. 
Instead she has given the world characters 
wo are at every point tied down and en- 
slaved by “those very rules. The author of 
“Tittle Lord Fauritieroy will have some 
iifficulty in establishing herself as a leader 
of modern thouglit either in the drama or 
in fiction. Her writings are still food for 
babes and sucklings. 


The Independent Theater in New York is 
pursuing the even tenor of its way undls- 
mayed by ridicule of the ignorant or the 
supercilious. The performance given last 
week at the Berkley Lyceum Theater of 
Bchegaray’s “ Il Gran Galeoto,” was inter- 
esting from many points of view. It is 
rather melancholy to refiect that with the 
exception of Mr. Daly’s adaptations of Ger- 
man comedies and a few imitations of 
French farces, the masterpieces of the for- 
eign Grama are practically unknown to the 
American 8tage. Occa*!onally there are per- 
formances of “Camilie”’ and “ Magda,” 
and Sardou has been freely translated, out 
these are only isolated cases, and Sardou 
is one of the few French dramatists whose 
work we might easily dispense with. 

Bchegaray, on thsother hand, is one of the 
miost interesting men of the present day. 
He has followed <arious vocations in his 
time. His reputation as a mathematician is 
second to none in Spain; he has been an 
ardent politician and has suffered exile for 
his cause; and now and for the last twenty 
years he has devoted himself to writing for 
the stage. It is usual to call him the Span- 
ish Ibsen, but that is a misleading appelia- 
tion. It is only within the last decade or so 
that he has come within the influence of the 
Norwegian dramatist. Before that time he 
was a steady worker in the field long ago

when they came to the point where the lov- 
ers are discovered by Galihault, they knew 
then that they, too, were lovers.. In the sim- 
ple language of Dante, speaking through the 
mouth of Francesca— | 


It was the book which surprised them into 
love, just as Galihault had surprised Lance- 
lot and Guinevere. : 

In the case of Christiana and Ernest, it is 
the world that pries into their affairs and, as 
it were, drives them to sin; so that the 
world, or that portion of it which criticises 
the actions of individuals, is the great Gali- 
hault, or, as Echegaray spells it, “ Il Gran 
Galeoto.” 

In this way the title of the play explains 
thé story, or at least gives the basis of the 
plot, which is worked out with a few melo- 
dramatic touches. 
Galeoto ’’ is

couraged, so there is no harm in saying that 
the best American production of ** €yrano 
de Bergerac’’ could hardly be anything but 
a failure. 

Sir Henry Irving and Mr. Beerbohm Tree 
are reported to have been struggling for the 
English rights of the play, but it is more 
than probable that neither of them has the 
slightest intention of producing it in Len- 
don. There are several reasons against it. 
In the first place, M. Rostand’s drama is 
an idyl in verse. Whoever héard of a mod- 
ern poetical drama being played to full 
houses in America? 
blank. verse is hardly tolerated, is it likely 
that a modern poet will gain a hearing? 
It is true that Sir Henry Irving made money 
out of ** Becket,’’ but the manager of the 
Lyceum is an exception to most rules, and it 
is quite certain that no American produc- 
tion of “* Becket’ would have met with a 
warm welcome. 

Of course, ‘‘Cyrano de Bergerac” need 
not be translated into English verse; in-. 
deed,-the only possible method of dealing 
‘with it, and the only proper one, would be 
to translate Rostand’s verse into prose. But 
that would not help. matters much, for the 
poetical language would still be there, and 
for. poetry. the theater-going public does not 
care a single jot.

GEN.WASHINGTON’S SECRETARY 
Something -About Tobias Lear, Who 


Witnessed the Death of America’s 
Gréat Patriot. 


When General Washington died on Dec. 


14, 1799, his private secretary, Tobias Lear, : 
sat down and wrote a full account of the 


melancholy event. His account is a most 
important document to biographers, but 


it has rarely, if ever, been published in full 


and the manuscript has been supposed lost. 
Tobias Lear was born at Portsmouth, N. 


H., Sept. 10, 1762, and died at Washington, 


cC., Oct. 11, 1816. He was graduated 


from Harvard in 1783, and in 1785 became 


private secretary to General Washington. 
In. 1802 he was appointed Consul General at 
Santo Domingo, and in 1804 Consul General 


at Algiers. 


“TOBIAS LEAR,“WASHINGTON’S SECRETARY. 
In 1805 he negotiated a treaty 


of peace with Tripoli. Colonel Lear’s manu- 
script, above referred to, has been supposed 
to be lost, but the editor of McClure’s Maga- 
zine has discovered it in the possession of a 
descendant of the writer, and prints it en- 


tirely.

Colonel Lear describes Washing-

to speak before he could effectit. At length 


he said: 


“IT am just going; have me de- 


cently buried, and do not let my body be 
put into the vault in less than three days 


after I am dead.”

(which was between 10 and 11 o’clock), his 
breathing became easier; he lay quietly; he 
withdrew his hand from mine, and felt his 


own pulse. 


I saw his countenance change.

The General’s hand 


fell from the wrist. 


I took it in mine and. 


put it into my bosom. Dr. Craik put his 


hands over his eyes.

voice, “‘Is he gone?’”’

So many things take place from day to 


day in the life of a filibuster that it is hard 
to say whether anything in particular is 
worth recording. Narrow escapes, the de- 
sertion of. one’s.crew, the running of the 
blocKade of the Spanish gunboats, the pangs 
of hunger—all these and other matters fol- 
low as a matter of course, until by the time 
a man gets to the seat of war he would find 
an active engagement and a sharp setto the 
greatest possible relief to a nervous tension 
that results from not knowing exactly what 
may turn up at any minute. . 


Arrival in Nassau. 

I sailed from New York on Nov. 18, and 
it took me from then until Dec. 1 to arrive 
in Cuba and find myself safely among 
friends. A Ward line steamer takes one to 
Nassau without difficulty, and there I went 
at once to my BPnglish friend, who assisted 


one night. 

West End, Bay is beautiful, and here one 
could live a dream-like life were it not for 
the nearness of war and the possibilities of 
untoward incidents in the life of a filibuster. 
I was obliged to feel that all the responsi- 
bilities of the trip were on my shoulders, for 
when out of sight of land my pilots knew 
but little of navigation, and I saw that I 
must direct them. After a tempestuous 
night we crossed “ the tongué of the ocean ” 
and anchored at Andros Island on Thanks- 
giving day. .We went: ashore to get some 
supplies. and on our return found that a 
falling tide had grounded the schooner and 
that it could not be floated for seven or

eight hours. 
The estate of an English gentleman lay 
directly on-the front of the island, and I was 


‘cordially received by him, though as a mat- 


ter of precaufion I gave my assumed name 
and stated that I was merely making a 
pleasure trip around the islands, being ad- 
vised to travel for my health by my physi- 
clan. My guarded statements stood me in 
good stead, for from him I learned that a 
Spanish man-of-war was anchored not far 
away and that a guard of marines was post- 


“We doesn't like to land you alone in a 
strange place among the Spanish gunboats, 
Captain,” replied Chad. ‘‘So for God’s 
sake pray dat light may show up in de 
thirty minutes.” 

Before this I had learned whenever Chad 
was not drunk he was praying, and when 
he was not praying he was drunk, sol was 
becoming accustomed to his little idiosyn- 
crasies, and I told him to go ahead and pray 
for all it was worth while I looked for the 
light. Working my way forward I took 
by place on the jaws of the foresail boom,

evade these before we could reach the Cuban 
coast in safety. I have been in a few tight 
places oh the island since landing, but for 
nervous tension nothing could compare with 
that trip down from Nassau, for between 
the dangers from the Spaniards and the 
superstitious fears of my dusky crew every- 
thing was problematical until I was actu- 
ally on shore. It. was midnight of the 30th 
before I dared draw a free breath. At thie 
hour we anchored in Guayba Bay, two miles 
inside of Cayo Romano, and were compar- 
atively safe. I felt that I might fairly con- 
gratulate myself on my ability as a pilot of 
the Cuban coast, although Chad told me T 
had a worse face than.a bicycle face. We 
were surrounded by a perfect labyrinth of 


for the coast guard to discover us in the 
morning and pilot us to Guanaja, twelve 
miles distant. At the lighthouse before we 
left for this point. we heard that a man-of- 
war had just passed to the southeast, and 
Chad and Jim again had fits of fear and 
begged me to put them ashore. I suggested 
to them that they go and pray regularly 
every fifteen minutes, and Chad took nie

sel, they had determined to find out what 
it was. As soon as I was convinced of their 
identity I displayed the seal of the Cuban 
Republic, which I had with me, and they 
immediately placed their services at my dis- 
posal. Among them was a splendid inside 
coast guard, and we at once set sail for 
Guanaja, with the ten Cuban soldiers as 
escort, thus completing a hazardous voyage 
in triumph after al]l. 

My reception at Guanaja was the peculiar 
one of the country. I was embraced by a 
number of men, not less than a-score in all, 
and these embraces I had to return. These 
preliminaries over, a Lieutenant started out 
to get a fresh horse for me, to take me to 
Esperanza, about eleven leagues, thirty- 
three miles, distant. Chad and Jim were 
so glad to be safe that they gladly decided 
to stay for a few days before returning to 
Nassau and rest their shattered nerves. 


Welcome from Cuban Officials. 

At Esperanza I met President Masso, the 
Vice President, Mendez Capote, the mem- 
bers ‘of the new binet, and General Cas- 
tillo. From all I received a cordial welcome 
and assurances of my “ valiente”’ in run-

In addition the Secretary of War has given 
me an order on the government repository 
‘for the best horse that can be found. TIT 
shall select the strongest charger that I can 
find, as most of the roads are very heavy 
and bad.

LLINOIS, which now has the greatest 
number of miles of railway of any State 
in the union, according to a recent re- 
port of the Railroad and Warehouse com- 
mission, began constructing its 16,089

+ abr street. Mr. Holden, who is one of 
Chicago's pioneers, Known far and wide, 
formerly was in the land office of the 
Illinois Central road. For some time he has 
been committing to paper the knowledge 
he acquired during his railway career. A 
few days ago he completed the first section 
of his review—nearly 6,000 words—taking 
the history of internal improvement in the 
Prairie State up to Dec. 31, 1854.

Letter from the Builder. 


** Colonel Roswell B. Mason, who built the 
road from A. to the finish with his able corps 
of engineers, entered upon the work of con- 
structing the line the last of May,1851.

kakee. In going: south: from La Salle we soo 
came on to a prairie and traveled forty miles 
without seeing a house of any kind, ahd generally 
there was. scarcely any settlement between the 
towns mentioned above, which are from twenty- 
five to fifty and sixty miles apart.

For upward of fifty years the old 

Blaew press—or the iron work of it—on 
which the first edition of Burns’ poems was 
printed in Kilmarnock, Scotland, in 1786, has 
been in Illinois, and not a lover of Burns, out- 
side of a few Scotchmen in the printing busi- 
ness, has known the unique relic was here.

in Ayr some years ago, and all loyal admir-

haps on seeing it could suspect the part it 
once played in the art of printing. The 
nut that was once fastened in the mahogany 
.cap and in which the spindle turned is still 
on the screw, with just enough projecting 
beyond the end of the shaft to show the 
finely-made thread. The nut has neyer 
been removed since the iron work of the 
press was brought to America, and it is to- 
day rusted on in such a way as to defy all 
efforts to get it off. 

The handle that operated the spindle is 
“only 3 feet 1 inch long, and it is said that the 
press required two distinct pulls with the 
handle to make a single impression. It 
would thus seem that the printing of Burhfs 
could not have been a “rush” job in the 
modern sense of the term. . 

It would have been a curious spectacle if 
the Fergus brothers had carried out their in- 
tention of completing the press for the 
World’s Fair, and exhibiting it side by side 
with the Hoe press. On the one side would 
have been the modern giant into which 
paper was fed from a roll at one end, and 
from which papers were mechanically 
counted out as fast as one could think at 
the other. On the other side would hav? 
been the pigmy of the olden days, fed by 
hand, one:s-.eet at a time, and operated by 
hand with a brace of hearty tugs for every 
impression. 

Its Like Not in Existence. wei 

“T regret,” said George Fergus, “ tha 
the World’s Fair project was abandoned, 
‘but it had to be from necessity. It would 
have been an eye-opener to the visiting pub- 
lic on the progress of the world. esides, 
historical associations would have made 
it a marked exhibit. I doubt if the world 
tan produce today a press to which more 
interest and perhaps honor attaches than the 
old Blaew press in our possession. 

“There is not the slightest shadow of 
doubt as to its genuineness. I have abso- 
lutely no reason to question the statements 
made by Regan, and I know the history of 
the press since it arrived in Chicago. Father 
got the relic simply from personal friend- 
ship. Regan did not bring the press over 
here as a curiosity, but for use, He was born 
and brought up in Ayr and knew what he 
was talking about when he told the history 
of the machine, and he had no reason to 
deceive father. 

“The way father gof the press was this: 
Father, Allan Pinkerton, Robert Pinkerton, 
and Robert Colville, all of Glasgow, Scot- 
land, and John Regan and Dan O'Hara of

of $500 or $600 was run off. But that ma- 
chine was only a reminder, so to speak, of 
the. olden times, and was so recognized by 
the press throughout Scotland. It was 
called simply ‘‘a Blaew press.’’ The real 
article it was meant to symbolize was in 
this city, locked up in the office of the Fergus 
Printing eompany, Dearborn avenue and 
Illinois street, where it now Is. . 

All the iron work of the crude affair, to- 
gether with the accurate measurements of 
the wooden frame, was brought to Illinois in 
the '40’s by John Regan, who was commonly 
known among his friends as “‘ the Ayrshire 
schoolmaster.’’ Regan was a printer, and 
he brought the press to this country with 
the intention of setting it up and using it to 
get out a village paper. The project was 
never carried out, however, for the reason 
that Regan found the Washington press, an 
immeasurably better machine, in common 
use on this side ofthe Atlantic. The various 
parts were carefully preserved till the 
schoolmaster returned to Scotland to get 
out a handbook on the West for the benefit 
of would-be immigrants to America, when 
they were given as a souvenir to Rubert 
Fergus, one of the pioneer printers of Chi- 
cago. They are today the property of the 
Fergus brothers, George and John, by in- 
heritance. 


Frame Put to New Use. 


The frame of the old press was of mahog- 
eny and when it was taken apart the wood 
was worked over into a stand and an office 
chair for Adam Gimmel, at that time the 
-roprietor of the Ayrshire Advertiser. These 
articles were seen by Regan when he went 
back to Scotland and an account of them 
was given by him on his subsequent return 
to America. Regan, as he explained to his 
friends, regarded America, so far as the 
neighborhood of Chicago was concerned at 
least, as a place of virgin forests, and he 
thought it the rankest folly to bring over 
the timber, whe. the measurements alone 
would suffice. Gimmel, on the other hand, 
recognized the value of the relics left and 
took steps to preserve them,

Honored While in Kilmarnock. 


It was while located in Kilmarnock that 
the press acquired its peculiar fame. Burns, 
in 1786—he was then in his twenty-eighth 
year—was desirous of going to Jamaica, but 
was so helplessly poor that he could not 
get together money enough to buy a steer- 
age passage in the vessel. In this extremity 
his friends came to him with the proposi- 
tion that if the many poems for which he 
was known and admired were collected and 
published in book form the proceeds of the 
sale would go far toward helping him cut 
of his dilemma. They even piedged them- 
selves to do the work of securing subscrip- 
tions to the collection. 

This was an undertaking that Burns ap- 
parently had not thought of, and it was one 
attended with many difficulties, not the 
least of which was the matter of printing. 
He could not hope to secure a publisher in 
Edinburg or London, and it seemed well- 
nigh a senseless project to publish a new

PANISH cruelty is no more a fallacy 

now thon it was a hundred years 

ago. If the rest of the world is ad- 
vancing, Spain seems to be going 
backward. The sports which red- 
dened the send of the Roman arena are 
reviving in Spain, for bull fights have 
ceased to be bloody enough for the Spanish 
populace. A short time ago an Andalusian 
bull and a:royal Benga! tiger fought a duel 
“to 2 finish” in the presence of thousands 
of people in Madrid. 


The duel] took p'ace at what is known as 
the Plaza de Toros. The tiger, Cesar, was 
a full grown enimal belonging to an animal 
trainer named Spessardi.: The brute was . 
unusually ferocious—so vicious, indeed, that 
the trainer had found himself quite unable 
to master it.. Under those circumstances 
the tiger’s death would not be deplored, 


while the fact of his ferocity gave him ad- 
ditional value in the eyes of those who 


wished him to fight. 
The director of the Plaza had a cage sev- 


protect the spectators from any unex- 
pected incursions by the tiger, and at the 
s@me time gave what was considered an 
ample field for the combat with the bull. 
Thousends of people filled the Plaza; in 
truth, it is said that no bull fight in years 
has attracted so great an audience as this 
unusual contest. 

Presently the bull and the tiger were 
brought into the arena. For a second the 
two animals faced one another; then the 
tiger, with a roar, bounded on the bull,, 
avo'ding the horns, and fixing both teeth and 
claws in the bull's flanks and belly. The bull 
remained still for a few seconds, and 
seemed to be sinking backward to the 
ground. The spectators thought this was 
the end of it; that the bull had at once suc- 
cumbed to the tiger's fierce onslaught. 

Evidently the tiger thought the day was 

won. for it released its hold for a second. 
This was just what the bull had been wait- 
ing for, and a wild series of plunges followed, 
the result being that presently the tiger 
found itself on the ground. , 
_ Before it had opportunity to regain its 
feet the bull was upon it and sank his horns 
into the tiger’s side. The tiger screamed 
with pain and rage, as with a hoarse roar 
the bull tossed the great striped body into 
the air. Again and again were these tactics 
répeated, the bull occasionally throwing its 
alivorsary against the sides of the cage with 
terrible force before tossing it.

| Burnt Feathers Were All That Remained. 


ERE is the story of two eagles that | 


suffered electrocution. It was not 
punishment meted out to them; “it 
was not in the line of experiment. 
They did it themselves. 

They were two California eagles—at least 
California was their home at the time—and 
they perched on two parallel electric wires 
some thirty miles from Fresno, Cal. The 


' wires belonged to the San Joaquin Electric 
company, and were carrying a current of 


10,000 volts. 

Accidentally or in a quarrel the eagles 
touched their bills together, the current was 
short-circuited, and the two birds were 
electrocuted and their bodies reduced to 
cinders in an instant. 

Of course there was trouble with the wires, 
and linemen were at once sent out to locate 
and remove the difficulty. After having 
gone over nearly thirty miles of line they 
reached a mountain top about five miles from 
the power-house, where the break was dis- 


, covered. There were found the scant relics 


of two gray eagies, consisting merely of one 
skull and four feet and parts of legs. Two 
of the c.alons were clutched tightly to the 
line wires in literal realization of the grip 
of death, while the remaining two feet and 


crisp, that characterized the feet that 
clutched the wires. 

The linemen studied the remains and 
worked out the story from the evidence... One 
of the eagles had doubtless perched upon the 
wire, which was all of a quarter-inch in 
diameter, probably to leisurely devour the 
prey it had taken in flight.

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SOON SLEEP MAY BE A MACHINE-MADE PRODUCT. 


MAOHINE for producing sleep! To 
all appearance it is one of the needs 
of the present, and, like other needs 
which have arisen, it seems likely to 
be supplied. 

Many learned scientists believe that en- 
lightened man is fast forgetting how to 
sleep—that insomnia is a necessary per- 
quisite of higher intelligence. By the most 
advanced authorities insomnia is now be- 
lieved to result from the inability of the 


> organism to drain the brain of blood. 


Normal sleep appears to occur only when 
the brain is thus impoverished. By some 
experimenters it is believed that dreams 
are caused by small quantities of blood left 
in the vessels of the cerebrum, but insuffi- 
cient to impair sleep entirely. The secrets 
of sleep have been studied by aid of human 
subjects as well as lower animals. Ob- 
servations upon these subjects indicated 
that during sleep the brain turns pale and 
collapses. At the instant of awakening the 
plood returns. A touch, sound, or other 
stimulus of the senses during sleep causes 
the thinking organ to grow warmer, larger, 
and more saturated with blood. ~ 
Already subjects have been -artificilally 
placed in a state of somnolence by clamp- 
ing the arteries leading to the brain. The 
clamps remained in place but half a minute 
before sleep occurred. Another method of 
producing artificial sleep by physical means, 


: discovered by Dr. Hamniond of Washing- 


ton, is to apply an electric current to one 
of the sympathetic nerves along the spinal 
column. The tired man of the future may 
have to resort to the electric battery for 
such a purpose. It would be much more 
comfortable to be lulled to sleep by a mild 
electric current communicated by a pillow 
or mattress than to have to attach clamps 
to the neck. 

Some authorities believe that sleep will 
result from fatigue to the eyes. Machines 
are now made for producing that condition. 
They are used especially by hypnotists. 
The most common form, one which has been 
recently alluded to, is a box surmounted by 
two fanlike panels superimposed and re- 
volving horizontally in opposite directions. 
They are studded with mirrors which throw 
upon the retina a vibrating flood of twink- 
ling light. A ball mounted upon a belt 
around the forehead and placed high above 
the head produces the same effect when 
stared at for five or ten minutes. — 

A mine of information concerning various 
treatments prescribed for victims of insom- 
nia is contained in a new scientific work by 
Marie de Menaceine, a Russian woman who 
has consulted hundreds of the highest au- 
thorities on the subject and who has made 
many original experiments. Her work has 
just been translated into English. The first 
copy to reach Washington was received at 
the library of the Surgeon General of the 
army a few days ago.

The rise will be so gradual that it will be 
quite unnoticed by the passengers on the 
train. It’may amount to 3 percent. That 


is insignificant compared with an ordinary 


mountain grade and trifling even compared 
with grades common to a rolling country; 
but it is calculated that the saving in power 
will be enormous—possibly the acceleration 
or retardation will be. as great as 33 per 

The most serious of traction problems is 
the inertia of the train. To Start the 
motor and its train takes more than double 
the force required to keep the train in mo- 
tion on ordinary grades or on level ground. 
For this reason motors must be mutch, 
stronger than would otherwise be necessary. 
By thus grading the tracks the railroad 
people will utilize, te overcome this ob- 


% 


stacle, convenient force which now largely 
goes to waste—gravity. The train, standing 
before the station with brakes set, will be 
on the summit of a 8 per cent grade. When 
the conductor gives the signal to start the 
man at the lever will take off the brakes, 
and immediately the force of gravity will 
set the train moving down the grade. The 
start will be more prompt than if enor- 
mous power were expended in overcoming 
the inertia of the mass, and the speed of the 
train will be accelerated with a compara- 
tively small expenditure of force. 

At the bottom of the grade the train will 
speed along the level track until it approach- 
es another station. Heredit will meet a rise 
of 3 per cent. The motorman will throw. off 
the current, and the force of gravity will 
pull the train back as it runs up the grade, 
causing it, without the least jar, gradually’ 
to lose its speed until, as it tops the rise and 
finds itself on the down grade, the motor- 
man will put on the brakes and stop it in 
front of the station. 

This up and down device is so simple, and 
yet so effective, that ft seems odd that it has 
never been used before. It did not originate 
in this country, however. It was devised for 
the new underground railroad in London, 
and it is to be applied there first. — 
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opinion is that it iis.

BRITISH GOVERNMENT MAY

SUNKEN VICTORIA BY MM 


FEAT which will assuredly be one 
of the most wonderful science has 
ever attempted has been proposed to 
the British government, Itis to raise 
the great battleship Victoria, which 
at present lies at the bottom Of the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, by means of monster magnets. 

If this is successfully performed it will 
revolutionize the wrecking industry, as well 
as mark a giant stride In-electrical science. 
To say that the proposition has astounded 
—— in this country is putting it very 
mildly. 

In the minds of most people the story of 
the loss of the Victoria is still fresh. The 
British fleet was steaming in double column 
up the Mediterranean. The sea was as calm 
as a millpond, and the thought of danger 
was furthest of all things from the minds 
of those in the fleet. The order came from 
Admiral Tryon, the officer in command of 
the ship, for the execution of a maneuver 
that had always. been a favorite with him 
when the vessels were practicing difficult 
evolutions. 

It was a “ right about face” of the entire 
fleet by the process of the leading ships 
swinging bow in towards each other and 
continuing to turn until side by side again 
with the prows pointed in an opposite di- 
rection to that in which they had before 
been steaming. It was the wheeling in- 
wardly of two parallel ships, turning as on 
a pivot. : 

The one thing necessary was to be care- 
ful to see that the space in which the 
maneuver was to be made was of sufficient 
width to keep the ships from colliding. It 
is generally supposed that the _ short- 
sightedness which led an Admiral of Tryon’s 


every one in the fleet could see that a col- 
lision would result was caused by his stay- 
ing too long over the wine at the mess table.

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Each lifting cable will be attached to the 
lifting pontoon by means of a sheave on 
the head of a hydraulic lifting ram having 
a stroke of twelve feet, which would give 
an effective lift of twenty-four feet. Each 
hydraulic cylinder on the pontoon would be 
connected with all the others, and a bal- 
ancing accumulator would prevent any 
rope’s getting more than a norma! strain of 
100 tons. 

When the rams have all made their full 
stroke the lifting cables will be simultane- 
ously held in position by means of special 
hydraulic lifting blocks. The rams will 
then be lowered and enother lift of twenty- 
four feet given to the wreck, and this opera- 
tion will be repeated until by patient work 
the great battleship is raised so near the 
surface as to allow of its being towed to 
shallower water and then beached. 

All this will be the work of a great deal 
of time, but the consensus of scientific opin- 
jon is that it can be performed. When it 
is considered that the Victoria cost to build 
no less a sum than $8,000,000 it is worth the 
attempt at an immense cost, as no part of 
its armament is injured, and the com 
tively small-sized hole that sunk it can read- 
ily be repaired. 

A careful estimate of the cost of raising 
the battleship by means of the electro-mag- 
nets shows that it can be done for less than 
$500,000, so that the government will be an 
immense gainer if the work is successtully 
completed. 

In a small way the test of this novel meth- 
od of raising a sunken battleship has al-

any new suggestion, however feasibie it 


may seem, the Victoria might have been , : 


raised long ago. 

When the idea — first suggested by an 
electrical expert, thé government officials 
were sufficiently impressed with it to alloy 
a demonstration to be made with a model 
ship, the depth of water, the lifting ca- 
pacity of the magnets, and all things being, 
relatively, the same as those of the forth- 
coming undertaking. 

Into a depth of water that represented, in 
comparison with the size of the immersed 


model, the depth of the Mediterranean where 
the Victoria is sunk, there were lowered a 


number of magnets that bore to the model 
the same size compartively as those that 
will be used in the work described. The 
magnets readily attached themselves to the 
sides of the sunken model, and the /ittle 
boat was easily raised to the surface of the 
tank in which it had been sunk. 


It is marvelous when viewed from the 


standpoint of the stupendous magnitude of 
the undertaking, but when viewed in the 


comparative way suggested it is as simple 


as many other modern scientific wonders.

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Queer Cemetery Where Lie the Bodies of a Number of Dogs

ONDON has many queer features, but 
perhaps the queerest of all is this, a 
cemetery for dogs. | 

In:a little piece of ground, fenced 
in by beautiful shrubbery, lie the re- 


‘mains of about 200 pet dogs, whose graves 


are carefully looked after by an attendant. 
You might take this pretty spot for a ba- 
bies’ cemetery, instead of one for dogs, so 
nicely is it cared for. Mr. Binbridge, the 
gatekeeper, points out with pride to all vis- 
itors the resting place of Prince, a favorite 
dog of the Duke of Cambridge. It may be 
interesting to know that poor Prince lost 
his life by being run over near Victoria 
Gate, and Mr. Binbridge was an unhappy 


witness of the accident after an ineffectual . 


effort to save the poor creature's life. 

There are only four more burial! lots to dis- 
pose of in the cemetery, but it must be 
remembered that this sacred precinct is in- 
tended to be the resting place only of dogs 
whose owners intend, and can afford, to keep 
their graves in good order. Mr. Binbridge 
makes quite a little income by his care of the 
cemetery, as the owners of the graves pay 
him for. putting out the plants, weeding the 
lots, keeping the walks neat, and assisting 
them whenever they require any little serv- 
ice. Indeed, the neatness and beauty of the 


place attest the affection of the owners and 


the faithfulness of the guardian. 


Mr. Binbridge keeps this spot “like the 
apple of his eye,”’ and no one can enter the 
little gate withemt his permission. He is 


both undertaker and sexton, and buries all 
the dogs himself. A few are put in plain 
wooden coffins, but the usual way is to sew 
them in canvas bags and then put them in 
the ground. 

The duties which devolve upon Mr. Bin- 
bridge in connection with this work and 


his position as gatekeeper give him sufficient 


occupation, so that, without hard work, an 
old and faithful servant is able to pags his 
declining years in comfort.

CINEMATOGRAPH PICTURES THE WORLD IN MOTION. 


NE of the most interesting and queer- 
est triumphs of the cinematograph 
has just been accomplished. Camille 
Flammarion, the French astronomer, 
has prepared a series of photographs 

which enable an audience to witness repro- 
duced on a screen the movements of the 
heavenly bodies and even the revolving 
earth as it must appear to the in the 
moon. 

With a cinematograph M. Flammarion 
took his stand one night in the center of 
a stretch of land and left the moving earth 
to register the heavens on the film of the 
instrument. In this way Flammarion was 
able to do what it would have been impossi- 
ble to do with a clnematograph used in the 
ordinary way. 

In order to make the consecutive pictures 
that would enable him to portray the 
heavenly bodies in motion he took a large 
number of proofs—thousands of them—rep- 
resenting the appearance of the heavens 
at various hours in the day and night and 
in this way made a series of photographs 


‘showing the gradual going down of the 


gun, the coming out of the stars, the rising 
of the moon, its motions during the night, 
and the entire movements of: the ever 
changing astronomical bodies from dark- 
ness to dawn.

In order to heighten the illusion the the-+ 
ater is darkened du the exhibition, so 
that nothing but the cinematograph at work 
on the stage is visible, and, the supporting 
effect of the stationary walls being absent, 
the audience gasps as the well-known heav- 
enly bodies gyrate with dizzy speed and in 
defiance of all the accepted rules for their 
movements. 

But this is not all. In a sense the pictures 
he next obtained are “ fakes,"’ but they are 
strictly true to fact and of considerable sci- 
entific value. M. Flammarion obtained a 
large globe, on which were marked all the 
various seas and countries of the earth in 
their exact geographical positions. Behind 
this globe Flammarion placed a representa- 
tion of the firmament as it appears at night, 
and illuminated the globe with a strong 
light, made to shine on the globe in the man- 
ner that the sun does on the earth. Then 
the globe was set revolving, and the cine- 
matograph photographed it in two minutes, 
showing the entire revolution of a world in 
that space of time. 

The effect is wonderful. The audience sees

iting the great globe, with every sea, river, 
and mountain faithfully portrayed, .At the 
proper time night falls on the world, and the 
day dawns in due course, when the revolving 
globe comes back to the Hight of the sun.

OR HOPES TO SEAT 45 PEOPLE 
AT HIS BIG TREE DINNE

HE time is drawing near for the de- 
cision of Willlam Waldorf Astor’s bet 
with the Prince of Wales. Will the 
section of redwood tree which Mr. 
Astor has had carried to England 


make a table large enough to accommodate 


forty-five guests? That is the question. 

Mr. Astor thinks it will. The Prince of 
Wales thinks it will not, and he has just 
backed his opinion by a second bet. 

The great redwood slab is now at Clive- 
den, Mr. Astor’s place on the Thames, where 
it is the object of much curiosity; for in any 
case the table will be the largest made of 
one piece of wood that England has ever 
seen. 

However, there is doubt whether it will 
be large enough to seat forty-five persons. 
Mr. Astor still hopes to win his bet. When 
he heard that a slice of redwood 16 feet 6 
inches in diameter had been secured for him 
in California he felt sure that he would win. 
It turns out, however, that the section needs 
much trimming. This. reduces its circum- 
ference. In an untrimmed state this meas- 
ures about fifty-two feet. The Englishmen 
at work on it afte very slow, because they 
are totally unfamfliar with such large pieces 
of wood. They are having hard work to 
find legs of English wood strong enough to 


* hold it. The bark is a foot thick, and most 


of this has been trimmed off. 

When the slice of redwood arrived at 
Cliveden it was found impossible to take it 
into the house, large as this is. In order to 
do so it would have been necessary to pull 


T was a thousand years ago that Alfred 
the Great “secured his kingdom's 
peace ” and became ruler of all England, 
and this year England is preparing to 
celebrate the millenary of perhaps the 

greatest King. 

There are considerable preparations in 
progress in mary parts of the country for 
the celebration of ‘this thousandth anni. 
versary, ami the general intention is to 
leave some kasting memorial to the monarch 
who rescued the country from the clutches 
of the Danes, restored order in a harried 
land, and was perhape the first Just ruler 
England ever possessed. Alfred’s encour- 
agement of ietters—a rare thing in a ruler 
of his time—has given rise to the idea that 
perhaps the best memorial would bea school 
bearing his name, and it is likely that some 
such institution will be founded during the 
year. 

There are, however, many other proposi- 
tions. Mr. Frederic Harrison has suggested 
the erection of a monument of some sort, 
and much @iscussion hag arisen as to where 
it should be placed. 

Wantage, an oM Berkshire town, claims 
King Alfred as a native and has already a 
statue of the King in ite market place. But 
the City of Winchester ig more closely iden- 
tified with the career of King Alfred than 
any other spot in England, There he was 
educated under the tutorehip of St. Swithin; 
there he reigned; at the Castle of Wolvesey 
he compiled the “* Anglo-Saxon Chronicles "’; 
there his Queen founded St. Mary's nunnery 
and the King himself instituted the “ new 
monastery,’ which, outgrowing its original 
site in the heart of the city, was afterwards 
removed to Hyde Mead. 

So Winchester is eager in its attempts to 
gain the new monument, whatever it may 
bé, and more than eager to obtain it if it ts 
a school. 

Hyde Abbey ts now in ruins, Of the.old 
building there now remains only a gateway 
ané a few pieces of wall built into farm 
buildings. The gateway itself forms a pa 
of a new and lowly structure—a cowshed. 

The plan most favored is to buy up the 
old abbey grounds, now cut into a number 
of farms, preserve such parts of thé bulld- 
ing as still remain, and build them into a 
new structure, a school and museum, which 
shall bear King Alfred's name and have in 


down the mansion. 

The slab is therefore to be set up on the 

-lawn. At present it is being trimmed in a 

specially erected shed. Its seating capacity 
will be tested at a lawn party, the date of 
which is not yet fixed. It will make a splen- 
did and absolutely unique feature of such 
an entertainment. 

In importing this plece of American timber 
to England Mr. Astor has tried to demon- 
strate to Englishmen that California red- 
wood trees are the largest on earth. Mr. 
Astor has rarely been guilty of such flam- 
boyant patriotism as this. It was a remark 
made by an Englishman at his house that 
irritated him into the enterprise. 

He was entertaining a number of titled 
Englishmen at Cliveden when he described 
the enormous size of the Pacific coast red- 
wood trees, through some of which, he said, 
coaches could be driven. The Englishmen 
expressed polite incredulity, and he offered 
to make a bet that he would produce a 
section of redwood tree at which forty-five 
persons could dine. The loser was to pay 
for the dinner. The bet was accepted. 

To win his bet Mr. Astor has had 
to England a section of a tree which when 
cut weighed thirty tons and measured six- 
teen feet six and one-half inches across. In 
depth it measured four feet. A two-inch 
wire cable was drawn tightly around the 
gigantic slice of wood and it was hoisted into 
a framework of eight by sixteen inch tim- 
bers, which had been laid across four flat 
‘cars. In this way the enormous load was 


carried to Eureka. 

The block when it left the forest contained 
1,076 cubic feet of timber. The tree from 
which it was cut stood 346 feet high and 
tapered from eighteen feet diameter at the 


‘base to ten inches at thetop. Ite bark was 


twenty inches thick and the sap streak two 
inches thick. 

At Eureka the slab was cut down to a 
thickness of two feet and one side was 
highly polished. In the heart of every red- 
wood tree is a hollow, and, the section from 
which Astor’s table is to be made was no 
exception. Clever workmen carefully filled 
the hollow place with a block of wood from 
the same tree. After this the polishing was 


 doné. When the work was completed the 


slab presented a-most beautiful appearance. 
One could have eaten or danced on its 


surface with equal delight. ' 


From Hureka it was carried by water to’ 
San Francisco, where it was loaded on the 


German ship Maria Hackfeld..There was 
only one inch free-space wheti the section 
was lowered through the main hatch of the 
great ship. The Maria Hackfeld left San 
Francisco on May 18 and touched at 


Southampton on Sept. 15. 


As a matter of fact, the piece of wood is 
not unusually large. Californians have 
raised a loud complaint that Mr. Astor 
should. set it up In England as representa- 
tive of the size of California's redwood trees. 
It would have been comparatively easy for 
him to obtain a section thirty feet in 
diameter.

Here is a report of the weather as it was 
promised to be and as it really was during 
the month of February and a few days 
over: 


Feb, 1+‘ Weather for Chicago today: 
Fair; northerly winds.” It was fair, and 
the northerly winds blew viciously. If the 


man in the tower had made no talk he might 
have rested on his laurels. 
appeared in Tue TRIBUNE that day: ** Chi- 
cago had a touch of Winnipeg weather yes- 
terday, which sent the mercury down to 
within 7° of the zero mark. But that is as 
low, the weather man up in the Auditorium 
tower says, as it will go before there comes 
another season of moderation. Professor 
Garriott prédicted that there would be a 
further fall of 2° before morning, and that 
the indications for today indicated clear 
weather, with no changes to speak of in 
the temperature.” Let us see how near he 
came to it. The “ further fall of 2° before 
morning’’. became multipMed by five, as 
the 7 o’clock showing was 3° below. Quite 
a discrepancy. 

Feb. 2—** Light snow; probably warmer.” 
Professor Garriott was interviewed again 
and said he “ thought it safe to predict the 
ground hog will not have a chance to see 
its shadow today.’ On the contrary, the 
sun shone brightly all day. Instead of 
*“* warmer,”’ as was predicted, the mercury 
stood at 6° above zero at 7 o’clock In the 
morning and went dewn to 4° below before 
midnight. 

Feb, 3—‘‘ Not so cold; fair, followed by in- 
creasing cloudiness.’’ Fair all day, followed 
by a bright moonlight night. The “ increas- 
ing cloudiness’”’ did not materialize. ‘* Not 
so cold’ js certainly preferable to “‘ warm- 
er’’ in describing a cessation of the extreme 
cold of even so slight a degree. | 

Feb. 4—‘* Fair; warmer.’’ Clouded up 
early in the day and a fine snow began 
falling about sunset, though it did not con- 
tinue long. 

Feb. 5—*‘ Light rain; then colder.” Nota 
drop of rain fell all day long and the sun 
shone constantly. . 

Feb. 6—“ Fair; warmer.” It was fair all 
the same. 

Feb. Threatening weather; warmer.” 
The threatening weather did not material- 
ize, but the mercury averaged 5° or 6° 


8—‘ Light showers; ‘ southerly 
winds.” Not a shower, but a dense London 
fog instead. 

Feb. 9—“ Light rain; probably colder.” 
No rain, but a continuation of the fog. 
Toward morning a few drops of rain fell. 
Instead of “ colder”’ the mercury through- 
out the day ranged from 2° to 5° higher. 

Feb. 10—‘‘ Showers; east to southeast 
winds.” Instead of “showers” the fog 
lifted soon after sunrise and the sun shone 
practically all day. Rained a little in the 
night. 7 

Feb. 11—‘‘ Light rain, followed by fair; 
colder.”” It was cloudy early in the morn- 
ing, when it cleared off, and then clouded 
up again, getting a little colder. Early in 
the evening it began to snow, and “ the 
beautiful” fell to the depth of half an inch 
or more. 

Feb. 12—‘‘ Fair.” The sun did not shine 
all day long; the sky being overcast by dull, 
heavy clouds, which threatened constantly 
to belch forth a snow-storm, in spite of the 
prognostication. 

Feb. Fair and warmer.” Began to 
grow colder, instead, toward night. 

Feb. 14.—‘‘ Generally fair.”” A driving 
senow-storm from the south set in about 
noon and lasted all night. 

Feb. 15—** Snow or rain in the early morn- 
ing, followed by clearing and colder.”’ The 
sun peeped out about 9 o'clock in the morn-. 
ing, but there were snow squalls all day. 

Feb. 16—“ Fair; slightly colder.”” It was 
disagreeable and blustering, with occasional 
snow squalls nearly all day. 

Feb. 17—*‘* Light rain or snow: warmer.” 
Came near being right. It rained very hard 
for a while during the afternoon. 

Feb. 18.—‘‘ Fair; much colder.” It was 
slightly colder, but snowed during the night. 

Feb. 19—‘‘ Warmer; threatening.”’ It be- 
gan snowing early in the morning end 
snowed violently for a time and then turned 
to rain, which continued to fall all day, 
turning to snow again at night. It was 
enough “ warmer” to make adhe streets 
nearly impassable. Threatening?’ Cer- 
tainly it was threatening to health, if not 
to life, but that is not just what the weather 
men meant. 

Feb, 20—‘‘ Clearing; cold wave.” <A driz- 
ziing precipitation of moisture, sometimes 
rain, sometimes sleet, and sometimes snow, 
éll all day. ‘* Cold wave?” The maximum 


—** Clearing Monday morning.” In- 
ed all day—at first fleecy anf 
in large amount, and later a fine, driving, 
hail-like snow. 

Feb. Fair: wa 
day, accompanied by a ve 
able air. 

Feb. 23—‘‘ Fair; westerly winds. 
flurries continued. The sun broke through 
the clouds in a flickering way about 9 
o'clock and shone in a sickly glimmer for 
ten minutés, when it disappeared till late 
in the afternoon. ‘ Clearing” and “ fair 
weather” having been predictéd for three 
or four days, it was time that the sun 
should put, in an appearance, if only for a 
few minutes. The weather man should be 
encouraged for his persistency in predict- 
ing fair weather in the teeth of the gale. 

Feb. Partly cloudy.’’ Worse than 
that—the morning began with snow fiur- 
ries. 

Feb. 25—“ Fair; westerly winds.” As 
Osric, in ‘*‘ Hamlet,” says, ‘A hit, a very 
palpable hit.’’ 

Feb. 26—‘‘ Fair, followed by snow.” The 
Sun shone all day; no snow in sight. 

Feb. 27—*“ Partly cloudy; warmer.” Not 
only “ partly cloudy,’ but a few flakes of 
snow fell during the afternoon. It was cold 
and raw—much more disagreeable than the 
day before. 

Féb. 28—*‘ Fair; westerly winds.” It was 
cloudy, raw, and disagreeable all day, with 
a light snowfall about noon. As THE Trip- 
UNE said the next day, “ Chicago caught 
not even a passing glimpse of the sun yes- 
terday and the day will long be remem- 
bered as the most dismal, gloomy, and 
dreary experienced in this city for years.’’

HIS THEATER HIS HOME: 


“ Star-Spangled Banner” Played 
Nightly by His Order. 


EFFECT HAS BEEN STIRRING. 
Events in Which the House and Its 
Founder Figured. 


MEMORIES OF THE OLD MANAGER. 


HE sinking of the battleship Maine 

has aroused the American people to 

a spirit of patriotism that has never 

been equaled since the day Fort Sum- 

ter was bombarded, For weeks pre- 
vious to that notuble event the people of 
the North were ready for war, and all that 
was needed was an action such as this to 
precipitate the most bloody yet glorious 
conflict modern ages have known. Recent 
events have put the American people on 
the same keen egge, so evident just prior to 
the first shot of the rebellion. During the 
jJast three weeks it has been marked wher- 
ever the subject has been broached, either 
incidentally or directly. It has been:even 
so in the churches. During the last two 
sermons of Dr. H. W. Thomas at the Peo- 
ple’s Church, McVicker’s Theater, the con- 
gregations have almost been roused to 
cheers by the patriotic words of their soldier 
pastor, and nightly at the various theaters 
throughout the city every bit of war spirit 
that has cropped out of the plays which 
have been given or the playing of patriotic 
and national music has been received with 
marked enthusiasm. 

At one of the theaters the biograph pic- 
ture’ of the ill-fated Maine has been cheered 
to the echo, and at another Spanish music 
was received last Sunday afternoon with 
groans and hisses. These expressions form 
a criterion demonstrating the feeling of the 
general public, But inspiring scenes such 
as these are not new to Chicago theaters, 
and particularly so within the historic walls 
of McVicker’s. This is one house in Chi- 
cago dedicated not only to the drama but 
to patriotism, When the first McVicker 
Theater was dedicated on the night of Nov. 
5, 1857, a little more than forty years ago, 
and when the curtain rose for the ‘first time, 
the entire stock company, with the late 
James H. McVicker in the center, stood be- 
fore the audience and sang ‘The. Star- 
Spangled Banner.” ‘The audience, 2,500 
strong, took up the strain till the roof of 
the building rang again. 


Musical Lesson in Patriotism. | 


All of the solid citizens of that time were 
there—John Wentworth was the Mayor of 
Chicago. and he was in the audience and 
sang the loudest. There are ‘some still 
Jiving who vividly remember that night's 
demonstration. Mr. McVicker had an in- 
born love for country and regard for patriot- 
ism. In all these forty years never has an 
audience left the theater that bears his 
name without going home with the strains 
of the ‘Star-Spangled Banner” ringing 
in their ears as nightly played by the or- 
chestra at the close of the last-act of each 
play. This was an imperative order of. 
Mr. McVicker, and at the order of Manager | 
Sharpe the wishes of the pioneer manager 
are carried out to this day. And Colonel 
Sharpe has gone a step farther. The cur- 
rent revival of patriotism is being nightly 
quickened by the playing of the national 
mediey by the orchestra with grand organ 
accompaniment, including such inspiring 
songs as ‘Hail, Columbia!” “Tramp, 
Tramp, Tramp,” ‘“‘ Yankee Doodle,’ and the 
“ Star-Spangled Banner.”’ And these pa- 
triotic selections have not failed in: their 
purpose during the last three weeks. In 
later years Mr. McVicker hoped that the 
custom he established would spread to every 
theater in the United States. 


The events of this short period retall the . ; 


stirring incidents of the early. days of Me- 
Vicker’s Theater and its veteran man- 
ager, who will have passed into the great be- 
yond just two years next Tuesday. The 
date of Mr. McVicker’s death was March 
7, 1896.. During the second year of his sole 
management of the first of the four theaters 
that have borne his name Illinois was in 
political commotion and thunderous with the 
contending voices of Douglas and Lincoln. 
The next year the fight began in both the 
great parties over possible candidates for 
President. _Two years later the Republican 
national convention was convenéd in the 
wigwam on Market street; in the autumn 
of 1660 Mr. Lincoln was elected. McVick- 
er’s Theater was the growing center of 
social interest, and when the war broke | 
out, aléfnost immediately upon Mr. Lin- 
coln’s inauguration, it became one of the 
centers of patriotic labors. 

On the night before and the night after 
Sumter was fired upon there were demon- 
strations of patriotism in the theater which 
were encouraged by the manager. When 
the President’s call was made for 75,000 
men Mr. McVicker announced from his 
stage, and had a card printed in the papers 
that he would give & set of colors to the 
first company of volunteers that should be 
ps ar yes in the city. This flag was com- 

or and awarded b mmi 
Fred Harding’s compan. 


Would Have Gone Had He Could. 


At a public meeting in Bryan's 
that same year, and just after Ag or oie 
reverse on the field, Mr. McVicker made a 
short speech in which he regretted he could 
not go to the war—his creditors, he said 
would not let him—and offered to send two 
substitutes and give to each the sum of 
$200 to start with. Inside of twenty-four 
hour his substitutes were both.enlisted and 
sent to Captain Harding’s company. He 
freely gave to the Soldiers’ Aid society the 
waiting hall of his theater building, which 
extended quite across the front. There the’ 
sewing and sorting and the packing of 
articles for the soldiers in camp and ficid all 
were diligently prosecuted. Good news was

The Poor Handmaids of Jesus Christ are 
another of the orders devoted largely .to 
the care of the sick.
